Hundred Pounds, to* the faithful Subjeft 
who fhall be able, and inclined to ifrfbrm a- 
gainft me 5 to which I may add, the laudable 
Zeal and Indiijiry of my Lord Chief Juftice 
Whltjhedy in his Endeavours to difeover fo dan- 
gerous a Penon. Therefore, whether I repent - 
or no, I have certain Caufe to do fo j and the 
common ObfeiTation ftill ftands good.

lhall he made liable to Animadvei*Cons, 
where he hath nothing to anfwer for, either 
to God or his Country j and condemned at 
minfter Hally for what he will never be charg- 
ed with at the Day of Judgment, 

After ftriftly examining my own Heart, and 
confylting fome Divines of great Reputation, 

I cannot accufe myfelf of any * Malice or 
Wickednefs againf the Publick ; of any Defigus 
to fonu Sedition j of refeHing on the Kmg and 
his Miniflers ; or of endeavouring to alienate 
the Affeiiions of the People of this Kingdom from 
tkofe ^England. All I can charge myfelf 
with, is a weak Attempt to ferve a Nation . 
in Danger of Deil:ni61ion, by a moft wicked 
and malicious Projeflpr; without waiting un- 
til I were called to its Afiiltance. Which At- 
tempt, however it may perhaps give me the 
Title of Pragmatical and Qvernjoeeningy will 
.never lie a Burthen upon my Confclence. 
God knows whether I may not, with all my 
Caution, have already run myfelf into a fecond 
Danger, by offering thps much in my own 
.Vindication. For I have heard of a Judge, 

' who, upon the Criminal’s Appeal to the dread- 
ful Day of Judgment, told him, he had incur- 
red a Premunire for appealing to a foreign Ju- 
rifdiHion ; Anti of another in Wales, who, fe- 
vqrely checked the Prifoner for offering “the

Court by fuch a Coraparifon ; becaufe Compa- 
rifons nuere odiom. 

But, in order to make fome Excufe for be- 
ing more fpeculative than others of my Con- 
dition ; I defire your Lord fhi p’s Pardon, while 
I am doing a very foolifh Thing ; which is, to 
give you (bme little Account of myfelf. 

I was bred at a Free-School, where I ac- 
quired fome little Knowledge in the Latin 
tongue. I ferved my Apprenticelhip in Lon~ 
dotty and there fet up for myfelf with good 
Succefs *, until by the Death of fome Friends, 
and the Misfortunes of otherj, I returned into this 
Kingdom ; and began to employ my Thoughts 
in cultivating the Vfoollen ManufaRure through 
all its Branches j wherein I met with great 
Difcouragemcnt, and powerful Oppofers ; 
whofe Objeflions appeared to‘ me very ftrange 
and fm^lar. They ar^ed, that the People 
of England<^ov\d. be offended, if our Manu- 
factures were brought to equal theirs : And 
even fome of the fVea^itig Trade were my 
Enemies ; which I could not but look upon as 
abfurd and unnatural. I remember your 
Lordlhip, at that Time, did me the Honour 
to come into my Shop, where I Ihewed you * 
a Piece of Black and lintite Stuff, juft fent from 
the Dyer j which you were pleafed to approve 
of, and be my Cuftomer for.

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However, I was Co mortified, that I refolv* 
(“d, for the future, to fit quietly in my Shop, 
and deal in common Goodjt like the reft of my 
J^rethx’en } until it happened fome Months ago, 
conlidering with myfelf, that the lonver and 
poorer Sort of People wanted a pldm^ 
toaffe Stuffy to dfend them againfi cold Eafterly 
V/inds ; nvhich then bleiv ' njery fierce and blafi- 
ing for a long Time together 'y I contrived one 
.on pixrpofe, which fold very well all over the 
Kingdom, and piefcrved many Thoufands 
from Agues. I then made a * fecond and a 
third Kind of Stuffs . for the Gentry y with the 
lhme.Snccefs ; inlbmuch, that an Ague hath 
hardly been heard of lor feme Time. 

This incited me fo far, that I ventured upon 
ti Piece, made of the beft /ri/^ Wool 

1 could get 5 and I thought it grave and rich . 
€nough to be worn by the beft Lord or fudge 
t)fthe Land. But, of late lame great Folks 
complain, as I hear, that when they had it 
on, they felt Jhuddering in their Limbs y and 
have thrown it off in a Rage ; curfing to Hell 
the poor Draptevy who invented it ; So that I 
am determined, never to nuork for Perfons of 
S^ality again } except for your lardjhip and 
njery fenv more, 

I aflure your Lordlhip, upon the Word of 
an honeft Citizen, that I am ncA richer, by

the Value of one of Mr. Wood's Half-pence, 
vrithj the Sale of all the feveral Stuffs I have 
connived : For, I give the whole Profit to the 
Dyers and Preffers. And, therefore, I y hope 
you will pleafe to believe, that no other Mo- 
tive, befidcs the Love of my Country, could 
engage me to biify my Head and Hands, to 
the Lofs of my Time j and the Gain of no- 
thing but Fexation and iil Will, 

I have now in Hand one Piece of Stuff to be 
woven on Purpofc for your Lordfiiip j although 
I might be afhamed to offer it to you, after I 
have confelTed, that it will be made only from 
the ti Shreds and Remnants of the Wool employ- 
ed in the'Former. However I Ihall nsjork it 
up as well as I can j and at worft, you need 
only give it among your Tenants, 

I am very fenfible how ill your Lordlhip is 
like to be entertained by the Pedantry of a Dra- 
pier, in the Terms of his own Trade. How 
will the Matter be mended, when you find 
me entering again, although very fparingly, 
into an Affair of State ? For fuch is now 
grown the Controverfy with Mr. Wood, if 
Same, great Lanuyers are to be credited. And 
as it often happens at Play, that Men begin 
with Farthings, and go on to Gold, till fome 
of them lofe Eftates and die in Jail : So it may 
poflibly fall put in my Cafe, that by playing 
too long with Mr. Woocts Half- pence I may 
be drawn in to pay aF/W, double to the Re- 
ward for Betr^ing me } be fent to Prifon, and

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mt hi delivered thence until I Jhall have paid the 
utterin'^ Farthing. 

There arc, my Lord, three Sorts of Per- 
fons with whom I am relblved never to difputes 
A Highweyman with a Piftol at ray Breait } a 
Troep of Dragoons who come to phradej* my 
Houfe } and a Man of the Lavu who can make 
a Merit of accuffn^j me. In each of thefc Cafes, 
vjkich are almoji we fame) the beft Method is 
to keep out of the W^ay $ and the next beft is to 
deliver your Money) furrender your Houfe ) and 
confefs nothing. 

I am told, that the two Points in my taft 
Letter, from which an Occafion of Offence 
hath been taken, are where I mention His Ma- 
jefty’s Anfwer to the Addrefs of the Houfe of 
Lords upon Mr. flood's Patent ; and where I 
difeourie upon Ireland's being a dependent 
Kingdom. As to the former, I can only fay, 
that I have treated it with the utmoft Refpeft 
and Caution ; and I thought it neceflary to 
/hew where W'ood's Patent differed in many cf- 
fential Parts from all others that ever had been 
granted; becaufe, the contrary had, for want 
of due Information, been fo ‘ttrongly and fo 
largely afferted. As to the other, of Ireland's 
Dependency ; I confefs to have often heard it 
mentioned, but was never able to underftand 
what it meant. This gave me the Curiofityr 
to enquire among feveral eminent Lawyers, 
w'ho profefi'ed they knew nothing of the Mat- 
ter. I then turned over all the Statutes of 
both Kingdoms without the leaft Information,

further, than an Irijh Afl, that I quoted, of i 
the 33d of Henry VIII. uniting Ireland to’ 
England under one King. I cannot fay, I 
was forry to be dilappointed in my Search, 
becaufe it is certain, I could he contented to 
depend only upon God and my Prince^ and the 
Laws of my own Country y after the Manner of 
other Nations. Bat fmee my Betters are of a - 
different Opiniony and defire further Dependent 
cies, I (hall outwardly fubmit ; yet ftill infill- 
ing in my own Heart, upon the Exception X 
ra^e of M. B. Drapitr. Indeed that Hint 
was borrowed from an idle Story I had heard 
in Englandy which perhaps may l>e common 
and l^ten } but becaufe it irfinuates neither 
^reajbn nor Seditioftyl imift juft barely relate it. 
Some Hundred Years ago, when the Peers 
were ft> great that the Commons were looked 
upon as Jiu-le better than " their Dependent a 
Bill was brought in for making (bme new 
Additions to rite Power and Privileges of the 
Peerage. After it was read, one Mr, 
a Member of the Houfe, ftood up, and faid, 
he very much approved the Bill, aijd would 
give his Vote to have it pafs ; but however, for 
Ibme Reafons beft known to himfelf, he defir- 
cd that a Claufe might be inferted for ex-* 
cepting the Family of tL^DYwe^. The Oddnefs 
of the Propofition taught others to refieil a 
little ; and the Bill was thrown out. 

Whether I wete miftaken, or went too far 
in examining the Dependmeyy muft be left ta 
the impartial judgment of the World, as well 
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as to the Courts of Judicature ; although in* 
deed not in fo effectual and deeijinje a Manner 
But to affirm, as I hear feme do, in order to 
countenance a fearful and fervile Spirit, that 
this Point did not belong to my Subje£ly is a 
falfe and foolilh Objeftion. There were feve- 
ral fcandalous Reports induftrioufly fpread by 
Wood and his Accomplices, to difeourage all 
Oppofition againft his infamous Projeft. They 
gave it out that we were preparedfor a j 

that we difputed the King’s Prerogatrve, and 
were fhaking off our Dependency, The firft 
went fo far, and obtained fo much Belief a- 
gainft the moft vifible Demonftrations to the 
contrary, that a great Perfon of this Kingdom, 
now in England, lent over fuch an Account of 
it to his Friends, as would make any good 
Subjefl both grieve and tremble. I thought 
it therefore neceffary to treat that Calumny 
as it deferved. Then I proved, by an invin- 
cible Argument, that we could have no Inten^ 
tion to difpute his Majefty’s Prerogative ; 
becaufe the Prerogative was not concerned in 
the Queftion ; the Civilians and Lawyers of 
all Nations agreeing, that Copper is not Mo- 
ney. And laftly, to clear us from the Impu- 
tation of fhaking off our Dependency, I (hew- 
ed wherein I thought, and (hall ever think, this 
Dependence confifted } and cited the Statute a- 
bove mentioned, made in Ireland j by which it 
is enafted, thztvohoever is King ofkn^zT\^,Jhall 
be King of Ireland j and that the Two King- 
doms (haU be for ever knit together under one 

King. 
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Kirtg. This, as I conceived, did wholly ac- 
quit us of intending to break our Dependency ; 
^caui'e, it was altogether out of our Power : 

For finely no King of England will ever con-* 
lent to the Repeal of this Statute. 

But upon this Article I am charged with a 
heavier Accufation. It is faid I nuent t$c far, 
when I declared, that if enter the Pretender , 
fbituld come to be fixed upon the Hbrone of Eng- 
land (nvbicb God forbid) I nvould fo farnten- 
tare to tranfgrefs this Statute, that I nuould 
lofe the laji Drop of my Blood, hrfere I nvould Jitb» 
mit to him as King ^Ireland. 

This, I hear on aU Sides, is the ftrongeft smd 
weightieft Objeflion againft naie ; and which 
hath given the moft Offence ; tliat I fliould be 
fo bold to declare againft a direct Statt^; • 
and that any Motive, how ftroijg foever, could 
make me rejeft a King, whom England fhould 
receive. Now, if in defending myfelf from 
this Accufotion, I fhould freely confels that I 
•went too far ; that the ExprefCon was very 
indifcrcet, although occalioned by my Zeal for 
His prefent Majefty, and His Proteftant Line, 
in the Houfe of Hanonter ; that I fhall be care- 
ful to offend again in the like Kind ; 
and that I hope this free Acknowledgment 
and Sorrow for my Error will be fome Atone- 
ment, and a little foften the Hearts ofony 
powerful Adverfaiies : I fay, if I fhould offer 
fuch a Defence as this, I do not doubt but fome • 
People would wreft it to an ill Meaning, by 
a I'piteful Interpretation, And therefore, 
Voi,. XII. C finco 
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Cnee I cannot think of any other AniWetV 
which that Paragraph can admit, I wUl lave 
it to the Mercy of every candid Reader ; but 
fiill withont recanting my own Opinion. 

I will now venture to tell your Lordfliip a 
Secret, wherein I fear you are too deeply con- 
cerned. \^ou will therefore pleafe to know^ 
that this Habit of Writing and Diiceurfing, 
wherein I unfortunately differ from almoft the 
whole Kingdom, and am apt to grate the 
Ears of more than I could wilh ; was acquired 
during my Apprenticelhip in London^ and a 
long Relidence there after I had fet up for niy- 
felf. Upon my Return and Settlement here, I 
thought I had only changed one Country ef . 
Freedom for another. I had been long con- 
verfing with the Writings of your Lordihip, ' 
Mr. Locke, Mr. Mclineux, Colonel Sidney^ 
any other dangerous Authors, who talk of 
berty as a Biffing to nvhich the avhole Race of 
Mankind hath an original Title ; nvbereqf 
thing but unlanvful Force can di^ejl them. I 
knew a good deal of the fevcral Gothkk Infti- 
tutions in Europe ; and by what Incidents and - 
Events they came te be deltroyed : -And I ever 
thought it the moft uncontrouled anduniver- 
fally agreed Maxim, tCat Freedom confifls in a 
People's being gonjerned hy Lanvs made nvith their 
erwn Confent } and Slan^ery in the contrary*. 

I have been likewife told, and believe it to be 
true, that Liberty and Property are Words of 
known Ufe and Signification in this Kingdom ; 
and the very Lawyers pretend to underftand,

and have them often in their Mouths. Thefe 
were the Errors which have mifled me } and to 
which a]one I muft impute the fevere Treats 
ment I have received. But I ihall in Time 
pwj 'wifery and leai-n to confider my Dr 'wer^ 
the Road I am in, and avitb 'whom I am Yoked^ 
This I will venture to fay j that the boldeft and 
raoft obnoxious Words 1 ever delivered, would 
in England have only expofed me as a llupid 
Fool, who went to prove that the Sun Jhone in 
a clear Summer's Day : And I have Witnefleg 
ready to depofe, that your Lordlhip hath faid 
and writ fifty times worfe ; and, what is ftill 
an Aggravation, witli infinitely more Wit and 
Lfamrng, and fti-onger Arguments : So that, 
as Politicks run, I do not know a Perfon of 
naote exceptionable Principles than yourfelf : 
And if ever I Ihall be difcovered, I think you 
-will be bound in Honour to pay my Fine, and 
ibppoit me in Prifon j or elfe 1 may chance to 
v^orm againft you by Way of Reprifal, 

In the mean time I beg your Lordfiiip to 
receive my Cenfeflion } that if there be any fuch 
-Thing as a Dependency of Ireland upon £»g- 
laadj otherwife than as I have explained it, 
either by the Law of God, of Nature, of Rea- 
fitty of Nations, or of the Land (which I- (hall 
die rather than grant) then was the Proclm^ 
motion againft me the moft merciful that ever 
was pat out ; and inftead of accufing me as 
Malicious y Wicked y Tend. Seditious y it might have 
been dire^y as guilty of High Yreajhn, 

C a ■ ' All 
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All I delirc is, that the Caufe of my Caan* 
try againft Mr. Jf^ood may not fu^er by any 
Inadvertency of mine. Whither Ireland de* 
pends vpon England, or only upon God, the 
King, and the Law : 1 hc^ no Man will al- 
fcrt that it depends upon Mr. Wood, I (hould 
be heartily forty, that this Qimmendable Re- 
fentment againn me fhouid accidentally (and 
what, / hope, w.is never intended) ftrike a 
Damp upon that Spirit in all Ranks and Cor- 
porations of Men againft the defperate and 
ruinous Defign of Mr. Wood. Let my Coun- 
trymen blot out thofe Parts in my laft Letter 
which they diflike j and let no Ruft remain on 
my Sword to curelhe Wounds I have given 
to our moft mortal Enemy. When Sir Charles 
Sidl^ was taking the Oaths, where feveral . 
Things were to be renounced, he faid, he 
renouncing \ aiked if any more were to 
be renounced ; for he was ready to renmmee as 
much as they pleafed.' Although 1 am not &> 
thorough a Remuncer, yet let me have but good 
City Security againtt this peftilent Coinage, and 
I fliall be ready not only to renounce every Syl- 
lable in all my four Letter's, but to deliver them 
chearfully, with my own Hands, into thofe of 
the common Hangman, to be burnt with no 
better Company than the Coiner's Efigies, if 
any Par t of it hath efcaped out of the Secular 
Hands of my faithful Friends, the comm<m 
People. 

But, whatever the Sentiments of fame People 
may be, I think it is agi-eed that many of thofe 
• • who 
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who Jubfcribed againft me are on the Side of a 
vaft Majority in the Kingdom, who oppolcd 
Mr. Wood : And it was with great Satisfaftioji, 
that I obferved fome Right Honourable Names 
very amicably joined with my own at the Bot- 
tom of a firong Declaration againft him and his 
Coin.

1 am told by Lawyers, that in Quarrels be- 
tween Man and Man, it is of much Weight 
which of them gave the firft Provocation, or 
flruck the firft Blow. It is manifeft that Mr. 
Wood hath done both : And therefore I fhould 
humbly propofe to have him firft Hangedy and 
his Drofs thrown into the Sea : After which 
the Drapier will be ready to ftand his Trial. 
// mujl needs be that Offences comcy but Wo unto 
him iy <whcm the Offence cometh. If Mr. Wood 
had held his Hand, every body elfe would have 
held their Tongues : And then, there would 
have been little Need of Pamphlets, Juries, or 
Proclamations upon this Occafion. The Pro., 
vocation muft needs have been very great, 
which could ftir up an obfeure, indolent Drc^ 
pier tp become an Author.

Thi.s may 
llflcn the Wonder, that a Tradefraan, hid in 
Privacy and Silence, Ihould cry out) when the 
Life and Being of his Political are at- 

tempted before his Face, and by fo infamous a 
Hand. 

But in the mean time, Mr. W’ood, tlie De- 
firoyer of a Kingdom, walks about in Tri- 
umph ; (unlefs it be true, tliat he is in Jail for 
Debt) while he who endeavoured to qffert the 
Liberty of his Country) is forced to hide his Head^ 
for occafionally dealing in a Matter of Coni7’o^ • 
*verfy. However, T am not the flrft who hath 
been ceaidemned to Death for gaining a great 
ViSiory over a poweiinl Enemy, by difobeying 
for once the Uriel Orders of Military Difci- 
pline. 

I am now refolved to follow (after the ufiial 
Proceeding of Mankind, becaufe it Is too late) 
tlie Advice given me by a certain Dec7i He 
fhewed the Miftake I was in, of trufring to the 
general Good-will of the People j that I had

Maimfaftures ; for which, however, the Printer 
was perfecuted with the utmoft Vinilcnce j tlie 
Jury fent back Nine Times j and the Man given 
up to the Mercy of the Court. The Dean fur- 
ther obfcrved, That I was in a manner left 
alone to (land the Battle ; while others, wha 
had ten thoufand times better Talents than a 
Drapier, were To prudent as to lie fbll ; and 
perhaps thought it no unplcafant Amufement 
to look on with Safety, while another was 
giving them Di^erjion at the Hazard of Ins Li- 
berty and Fortune ; and thought they made a 
fufiicient Recompence by a little Applaule t . • 
Whereupon he concluded with a fhoit Story

I allow this Gentleman’s Advice to hav« 
been very good, and his Obfervations juft ; and ’■ 
in one refpeft my Condition is worfe than that' 
of the Jevj : For no Recantation <will fave me. 
However, it fhould feem by fame late Proceed^ 
iny;Sy that my State is not altogether deplorable. 
This I can impute to nothing but the Steddinefs 
of t^o impartial Grand Juries \ which hath 
confirmed in me an Opinion I have long enter- 
tained i That, as Philofophers fay, Virtue is 
feated in the Middle ; fo in another Senfe, the' 
little Virtue left in the World is chiefly to be 
found among the middle Rank of Mankind 5 
who are neither allured out of her Paths by 
Ambitiony nor drk)en by Poverty.

my Account. The former is entitled, Scafon- 
able Advice, and appears to have been Intend- 
ed for Information of the Grand Juiy ; upon 
the Suppofition of a Bill to be prepared ^ainft ‘ 
that Letter. The other is an ExtrafI from a 
printed Book of Parliamentary Proceedings, 
jn the Year 1680 ; containing an angry Refo- * 
lution of the Houfe of Common,' in England,

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flgamft dijUbhaing Grand Jm'ies, As to the 
former, your Lordfliip will find it to be the 
Work of a more artful Hand than that of a 
common Drapier^ It hath been cenfured fcH* 
endeavouiing to influence die Minds of a Jury, 
which ought to be wholly free and unbiafl'ed $ 
and for that Rcafon it is manifefi, that no Judge 
was ever known, either upon or eff the Bench, 
cither by kwtfsif, or his Dependents^ to ul’e the 
Uaji ht/inuation, that might pofiibly affeft the 
PaiTions or Interefts of any one Angle Jury- 
man, much left of a whole Jury j whereof 
every Man mufi be conanneed, who will jull 
give hirofelf the Trouble to dip into the com- 
mon printed Trials : So as, it is amazing to 
think, what a Number of Upright Judges there 
have been in both Kingdoms, for above Sixty 
Tears paji ; which, conlidering how long they 
held dieir Odices duri?ig Pleajurey as they jiill 
do among us, X account next to a Miraele. 

As to the other Paper, 1 muft coni’efs it is 
a lharp Cenfuie from :ss\E>7gli/h Houfeof Ccni- 
mons, zgaSa^LdiJfokjttig Grand Juries, by any 
Judge, before the End of the Term, Afiizes, 
or Sefi^ns, while Matters are under their Con- 
fiueration j and not preienteci as arbitrary, il- 
legal, deftroftive to publick Juftice, a manifeft 
Violation of his Oath,* and as a Means to liib- 


Vert the Fundamental Laws of the Kingdom. 

However, the Pubiiflier feems to have been 
mtflaken in what he aimed at.

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land ; I hope hie would not infinuate, that Ae 
Proceedings of a Lord Chief Jufiice in Ireland, 
irnift depend upon a Refolution of an Englijh 
Houfe of Commons. Befides, ihoxRefblution^ 
although it were levelled againft a particular 
Lord Chief Juftice, Sir WiUiam Scroggs, yet 
the Occafion was ' dire6Uy contrary. For, 
Scroggs dijfolved the Grand Jury of London, 
for fear they Jbould prefent j but ours in Dub- - 
lin was diffbUved, becaufe they would not pre- 
fent i which nssonderjully^aUers the Cafe. And, 
therefore, a fecond Grand Jury fupplied that 
Defeftby making a Prefen tment that 
the ^vhole Kingdom. However, I think it is 
agreed by all Parties, tliat both the one and 
the other Jury behaved themfelves in fuch a 
Manner, as ought to be remembered to their 
Honour, while there fliall be any Regard left 
among us for Virtue or publick Spirit. 

I am confident, your Lordihip will be of 
my Sentiments in one thing } that fome (hort, 
plain, authentick Tra£l might be publilhed. 
For Ae Information both of Petty and Grand 
Juries, how far their Power reacheth, and 
where it is limited } and that a printed Copy 
of filch, a Treatife might be depofited in every ' 
Court, to be confuted by the Jury-raen, before 
they confiderof their Verdift j by which. Abun- 
dance of Inconveniences would be avoided; 
whereof innumerable Inftances might be pro- 
duced from former Times, becaule I will fay 
nothing of tlte preftnu . .

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' 1 have read’ forae where of an Eaflern King, 
who put a Judge to Death for an iniqtiltous 
Sentence ; and ordered his Hide to be fluffed 
into a Cujhion, and placed upon the Tribunal 
for the Son to fit on, who was preferred to his 
Father’s Office. I fancy, fuch a Memorial 
might not have been unufeful to a Son of Sir 
IVuLiam Scroggs^ and that both he and his Suc- 
cefibrs would often nvriggle in their Seats, as 
long as the Cujhion lafted : I wilh the Relatcr 
had told us what Number of fuch Cujhions there 
might be in that Country. 

I cannot but obferve to your Lordffiip, how 
nice and dangerous a' Point it is grown, fora 
private Perfon to inform the People ; even in 
an Affair, where the publick Intereft and Safe- 
ty are fo highly concerned, as that of Mr. 
Wood } and this, in a Country, where Loyalty 
is fivonjen into the very Hearts of the People, 
feems a little extraordinary. Sir William Scroggs 
was the firft who introduced that commend^le 
Acutenefs into the Courts of Judicature ; but 
how far this Praftice hath been imitated by his 
Succeffors, or flrained upon Occafion, is out of 
my Knowledge. When Pamphlets, 

■to the Miniflry, were prefented as Libels, he

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Hints, (the two common Expedients amcmg 
Wiiters of that Clafs, for eicapiug the Law) 
that he difcovered much m&rg than the Authort 
intended ; as many of them, or their Printers, 
found to their Coft. If fucb Methods are to 
be followed iri examining what I hare already 
written, or may write hereafter, upoi^i the Sulv 
je6I of Mr. I ^y any Man of 

times my Underftanding and Caution, to avoid 
being entrapped } iinlcfs he will be content to 
write what none will read, by repeating over 
the old Arguments and Computations, « where- 
of the World is already grown weary. So 
that my good Friend Harding lies under this 
IHlemma ; either to let my learned Works hang 
for ever a drying upon his Lines, or venture to 
publifh them at the Hazard of being laid by the 
Heels. 

I need not tell your Lordfbip where the Dif- 
ficulty lies ; It is tn»e, that the King and the 
Laws permit us to refufe this Coin of Mr. Wood ; 
but, at the fame time, it it equally true, that 
the King and the Laws permit us to receive it. 
Now, it is barely pqflible, that the Minifters in 
England may not fuppole the Conl'equences 
uttering that Brafs among ns, to be fo ruinous 
as we apprehend j becaufe, perhaps, if they 
imderftoo<l it in that Light, they w'ould,in com- 
mon Humanity, ufs their Credit with His Ma- 
jefty for faving a moji Icyal Kingdom front Be- 
Jlruffion.'

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Jb viry pernicious to us, we lie under the Dif- 
advantage of being cenfured as obJHnate in not 
complying with a Royal Patent. Therefore, 
nothing remains but to make ufe of that Liber^ 
ty which the King and tiie ha^s have left us, 
by continuing to refufe this Coin, and by fre* 
quent Remembrances to keep up that Spirit 
raifed againft it, which, othciwife, may be apt 
to flag, and perhaps in Time to fmk altoge- 
ther. For, any publick Order againft receiv- 
ing or uttering Mr. Wood'% Half-pence, is not 
reafonably to be expelled in this Kingdom, 
without Direftions from England \ which I 
think ivo body prefumes, or is fo Anguine to 
hope. 

But,to confefs the Tiuth, my Lord, X begin 
to grow weaiy of my Office as a Writer j and 
could heartily wifli it were devolved upon my 
Brethren, the Makers of Sjmgf and Ballads'^ 
wIk), perliaps, are the beft qualified at prefent, 
to gather up the Gleanings of this ControverXy.

iliem laft, and confequcntly, after our happy 
Manner, to improve and refine upon them. 

But, becaufe there are many Effe6ls of Folly 
and Vice among us, whereof fome are general^ 
others confined to fmaller Numbers, and others, 
again, perhaps to a few there is a 
Society lately efiablifhed, who at great Expence 
liaveere^led an Office of Intelligence, ^xamv/hich. 
they are to receive weekly Information of all 
important Events and Singularities, which this 
famous Metropolis can furnifli. Strlfl In- 
junftions are given to have the trueft Informa- 
tion ; in order to which, certain qualified Per- 
fons ere employed to attend upon Duty in thtir 
icveral Pofts fome at the Flt^-Houfe, others 
in Cburcbes, fome at Balls, J^emblies, Coffee- 
Jiotfes, and Meetings for Sluadriile ; fome at the 
feveral Courts of Juflice, both Spiritual and 
^e/npored •, fome at the College 5 fome upon my 
Lord Mayor and Aldermen in their puhlick Af- 
fairs ; lallly, fome to converfo with fan)ourite 
Chamber-maids, and to frequent thofe Ale- 
houfes and Brandy-fhops where tlie Footmen of 
great Families meet in a Morning ; only the 
Barracks and Parliament-hdufe are excepted 5 
becaul'e we have yet foynd no Enfans pei’dus 
bold enough to^venture their Perfons at either* 
Out of thefe, and fome other Store-houfes, we 
hope to grfthci* Materials enough to itf orpt, or 
divert, or con'cB, or vex the Town. 

But as FaBs, Foffages, and Advente/sres of 
all Kinds, are like to have the greateft Share in 
our Paper ^ whereof we cannot always anfwer 

for 
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for tlie Trurii } due Care flial Ibe taken to have 
them applied to feigned Names, whereby all 
juft Offence will be removed ; for if none be 
guilty, none will have Caufe to blufli or be 
angry 5 if otherwife, then the guilty ^rlbn is 
lafe for the future upon his prefent Amendment, 
and fafe for tlK prefent, from all but his 070 « 
Confcience. ' . 

There is another Refohitlon taken among 
us, which I fear will give a greater and more 
general Difcontent, and is of fo fingular a, Na- 
ture tliat I have hardly Confidence' enough to 
mention it, although it be abfoliitely necelfary 
by way of Apology for fo bold and unpopular an 
Attempt, But fb it is, that we have taken a , 
defpcrate Coun&l to produce into the World 
every diftinguifhed A6lion,- either of Juf icet 
Prudence, Generojity, Charity, ¥riendjbip, or 
puUiik Spirit \v\ivdx comes well attefted to us. 
And although we fhall neither here be lb daring 
as to ailign Names, yet we fhall hardly forbear 
to give fome 'Hints, that, perhaps, to the great 
Difpleafure of iuch defending Perfons, may en- 
danger a Difeovery. For we think that even 
Virtue itfelf fhould fubmit to fuch a Morti- 
fication, as, by its Vifihility and Example, will 
render it more ufeful to the World, But how- 
ever,' the Readers of thefe Papers need not be 
in Pain of being over-charged withdo dull and 
ungrateful a Subje^f. And yet who knows, 
but fuch an Occafion may be offered to us, once 
in a Year or two after we have fettled" a Cor- 
refp on dence round the

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Exit after al| our Boafts of Materials, fent us 
by our leveral Emijfaries, we may probably 
foot! fall fhort, if the Town will not be plcafed 
to lend us further AflKlance towards entertain- 
ing itfelf. The IVorld heft knows its own Faults 
and FirfueSf and whatever is fent fhall'be faith- 
ftilly returned back, only a little embellifhed, 
according to the Cuftom of Authors. We do 
therefore demand and expedi continual Adnser^ 
tifemehts in great Numbers, to be fent to the 
Printer of this Paper, who hath employed a 
judicious Secretary to colleftftich as may be moft 
ufeful for the Puhlick. 

' And although we do not intend to expofe our

and in luch Promotions no body rejoices or 
grieves.’ The Truth of this I could prove by 
‘feveral Inftances, within my own Memory i 
-for I lay nothing of prefent Times.

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And indeed as Regularity and Forms are of 
great Ul'e in carrying on the Bufinefs of the 
World, fo it is vci-y convenient, that Perfons 
endued with this Kind of Diicretlon ftiould 
have that Share which is proper to their Ta- 
lents in the Conduct of Affairs, but by no 
means to meddle in Matters which require 
Genius^ Learning., firong Comprebenjion, S^tek- 
nefs of Conception, Magnanitnitj, GenerofUy, Sa- 
gacity, or any other - fuperior Gift of human 
Minds : Becaufe this fort of Diferetion is ufu- 
ally attended with a ftrong Dcfiic of .Money, 
and few Semples about tlte Way of obtaining 
if, with fervile Flattery and Sitbraiffion, with a 
Want of all publick Spirit or Principle, with a 
perpetual wrong Judgment, when the Owners 
come into Power and high Place, how to dif- 
pofe of Favour and Prefeiment j having no 
Meafure for Merit and Virtue in others, but 
thole very Steps by which themfelves afeended ; 
nor the lead Intention of doing good or hurt to 
the Publick, farther than either one or t'other is 
likely to be lubfervient to their own Security or 
Interdl. Thus beirig void of all Friendlbip 
and'Enmity, they never complain or find Fault 
with the Times, and indeed never have Reafon 
fo to do. 

Men of eminent Parts and Abilities as well 
as Viitucs,. do fometimes rife in Courts, fome- 
times in the La<vj, and fometimes, even in the i 
Ckurcb. Such were the Lord Bacon, the Eart 
df Strafford, Archbiftiop Laud in'the Reign of 
Iting Charles I. and others in our own Times, 

whom 
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whom I fliaU not name : but thefe, and many- 
more, under different Princes, and in di/I'erent 
Kingdoms, difgraced or bani/hedj oy fuf- 
fered Death y merely in Envy . to their Virtues 
and fuperior Geniusy which emboldened tlicm 
in g^eat Exigencies and Diftrefles of State 
(wanting a reafonable Infufion of , this Alder- 
- manly Difcretion) to attempt the Sei-vice of their 
Prince and Country out of the conynon Forms. 

This evil Fortune, which generally attends 
extraordinary Men in the M^nageitnent of Af- 
fairs, hath been imputed to divers Caufes, that 
need not be here fet down, when fo obvious an 
one occuj's j if what a certain Writer obferves 
be true, that n.vhen a great Genius appears in 
the IVorldy the Dunces are all in Confederacy 
againjl him. And thus although he employs 
his talents wholly in his Clofet, without inter- 
fering with any Man’s Ambition or Avarice, 
he is fure toraife the Hatred of the noify Croud, 
who enVy him the quiet Enjoyment of himfelf. 
What muft fuch an one expeft when he ven- 
tures out to feek for Preferment in a Court, but 
unlverfal Oppofition ^ When he is mounting 
the Ladder, every Hand will be ready to turn 
him off, as foon as he is at the Top. In this 
Point, Fortune generally aifs direftly contrary 
to Nature ; for in Nature we find, that Bodies 
full of Life and Spirit mount eafily, and are 
hard to fall ;• whereas heavy Bodies are hard to 
rife, and -come down with great Velocity, in 
proportion to their Weight ; but we find For- 
tune every Day a6Ung juft the Reverfe of this. 

This 
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Tliis T alent of Difcretion^ as I have defcribed 
it in its feveral Adjuncts and Circumftances, is 
no where fo ferviceable as to the Clergy, to whofe 
Preferment nothing is foTatal as the Chara6ter 
X)f Wit, Politeneis in Reading, or Manners, or 
tliat Kind of Behaviour wliich we contract by 
having too much converfed with Perfons of high 
Stations and Eminency;thefeQtialifications being 
reckoned by theTulgar of all Ranh, to be Marks 
of^Lc<vitj, which is th‘e laft Crime the World 
will pardon in a Clergyman : To this I tnay 
add a free Manner of fpeaking in mixt Com^ 
|)any, and too frequent an Appearance in Places 
of 'much Refort, which are equally noxious to 
fpiritual Promotions. ^ 

I have known indeed a few Exceptions to 
■fome Parts of thefe Regulations. I have feen 
Tome of the dulleft Men alive aiming at Wit, 
^and others with as little Pretenfions affefting 
Polltenefs in Manners and Difcourle ;* but ne- 
ver being able to perfuade the World 'of their 
'■Guilt, they grew into confidcrable Stations, upon 
the, firm Allurance which all People had of 
their Difcretian, becaufe they were a Size fbo 
low to deceive the World to their own Difad- 
vantage. But diis I confefs is a Trial too^dan- 
.gei oiis often to engage, in. 

S is a known Story of a Clergyman, who 
nmended for a Preferment by foine 
rt^t Court to A. B. C. 7*. His C5tacc 
ha<l heard tliat the Clergyman ufed to 
^ ^ ^ ^ill and Swobbers ; that as to playing

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time, it mighfe be pardoned, but he could not 
digeft thofe wicked Swobbers, and it was with - 
feme Pams that Lord S—rs could uncle- 
ceive him. I alk, by what Talents we may 

fuppofe that great Pr afeended fo high, or 

wnat fort of Qualifications he would expert in 
thofe whom he took into his Patronage, or 
would probably recommend to Court for th6 
Government of dijlatit Churches F 

Two Clergymen in my Memory ftoed Can- 
didates for. a fniall Free-School in Shire, 

where a Gentleman of Quality and Intereft in 
the Country, who*happened to have a better 
Underllanding than his Neighbours, procured 
the Place for hiid who was tlie better Scholar, 
and more gentlemanly Perfon of the two, very 
much to the Regret of all the Parifli ; the 
other, being difappointed, came up to London, 
where he became the greateft Pattern of this low- 
er Diferetion that I h^ve known, and ppireffed 
with as heavy InteTlefluals ; which together 
with the Coldncfs o^his Temper, and Gravity 
of his D^ortment, carried him fafe through 
many Difficulties ; and he lived and died in a 
great Station, while his Competitor is too ob- 
Icure for Fame to tell us what became of him. 

This Species of Diferetion, which I fo much * 
celebrate, and do moft heartily recommend, hath 
one Advantage not yet mentioned, that it will 
carry a Man fafe through all the Malice and 
Variety of Parties, Jo far, that whatever Faftion 
happens tobeuppennoft, his Claim is generally 
allowed for a Share of what is going. And

^ORUS ODES,^ an Oxford Student, and a 
^ Farmer’s Son, was never abfent horn 
Prayers or Leflure,, nor once out of his College 
after Tom had tolled. He Ipent every Day ten 
Hdurs in his Clofet, in reading his Courfes, 
dozing, clipping Papei s, or darning his Stocks 

ings. 
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ings, which laft he performed to Admiration. 
He could be foberly dioink. at the Expence of 
others, with College Ale, and at thofe Seafons 
was always moft derout. He' wore the fame 
Gown five Years without draggling or tearing. 
He never once looked into a Play-Book, or 
Poem. He lead Virgil and Ramies in the 
lame Cadence, but* with a very diffeient Tafte. 
He never underftodd a Je^ or had the leali. 
Conception of Wit. , ♦ 

For one Saying he Hands in Renown to this 
Day : Being with fome other Students over a 
Pot of Ale, one of the Company faid £o many 
pleafant Tilings, that the reft were much.dU 
veiled, only Corufodes was filent and unmoved, ' 
When they part^, he caBed this meyy Co*^' 
panion afide, and faid, Sir, I perceive by ymr^ 
often /peaking, and cur Friends laughing, that 
you /poke many Jefs, and you could not but obm 
ferve my Silence, But, S/r, ibis is my Humour, 
/ never make a JcJl myfelf, nor ever laugh at 
another Man s. '• 

Corufodes, thus endowed, got into Holy Or- 
ders, having, by the moft extreme Parfimony, 
fared thirty-four Pounds out of a very beggar- 
ly Fellowihip, went up to London, where his. 
Sifter was Waiting- woman to a Lady, and fa 
good a Solicitor, that by l\er Means he was ad- 
mitted to read Pra3’crs in the Family twice a 
Day at fourteen Shillings a Month. He had 
now acquii ed a low, obfcquioiis, awkwai’d Bow, 
tuid a Talent of groi's Flattery, both in -and out 
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oi Seafon j he would (hake the' Butler by the 
Hand, he taught the Page his Catechifniy and 
was Ibrnetimes admitted to dine at the Steward’s 
Table. In (hort, he got the good Word oftlie 
whole Family, and was recommended by my 
Lady for Chaplain toibme other Noble Houfe, 
by which his Revenue (befides Vales) amounted 
l0‘?tbout thirty Pounds a Y^r. |iis Sifter pro- 
cured him. a Scarf from myXord (who had a 
fmall Dcfign of Gmantry upon herj) and by his 
.Lordfliip’s Solicitation he got a Leftureftiip in 
Town of fixty Pounds a Year j where he 
preached conftantly in Perfon, in a grave Man- 
ner, with an audible Voice, a Style Ecclefiaftick, 
and the Matter (fuch as it was) well fuited to 
the Inteliefluals of his Hearers. Some time 
after, a'Xountry Living fell in my Lord's Dif- 
pofal, and his Lordftiip, who had now fome 
Ent^ragement given him of,Succefs in his 
JVroOur, beftowed the Living on Corufodest who 
‘ ftill kept his Lcflurelhip and^Rehdence in 
Town, where he was a conftant Attendant at 
all Meetings relating to Charity, without ever 
contributing further than his own frequent pi- 
ous Exliortations. If any Woman of better 
Fafhion in the Parilh happened to be*abfent 
from Church, they were fure of a Vifit from 
him in a Day or two, to chide and to dine with 
them. 

He had a feleft Number of Poor, conftantly 
attending at the Street Door of his Lodgings, 
ior whoija he was a common Solicitor to hi.s 

/ former 
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former Patronefs, clroppii»g in his own Half- 
Crown among the Colle6lions, and taking itont 
when he dil'poled of the Money. At aPerlbn 
of Quality's Hpufe, he would never fit down ■ 
till he was tlirice bid, and then upon the Comer 
of the mod didant Chair. His whole Demea- 
nor was formal and darched, which adhered fo 
dole, that he could never fhake it off in his 
higTied Promotion. ( 

His Lord was now in high Employment at 
Court, and attended by him with the mod ab-: 
jciSl Ailiduity, and his Sifter being gone off 
with Child to a private Lodging, my Lcrd 
continued his Graces to Corufodesy got him to 
be a Chaplain in Ordinary, and in due Time a 
Parifti in T<|wn, and a Dignity in the Church. 

He paid his Curates punflually, at the lowed 
Salary, atidpartly out of the Communioft-Mo->r. 
ney ; but gave them good Advice in Abun- 
dance. He’marrled a Citizen’s Widow, whcl. 
taught him to put out fmall Sums at per 
Cent, and brought him acquainted with Jobl^rs 
in Change'^ Alley. By her Dexterity, he fold 
the Clerkllnp of his Parifti, when it became 
vacant. 

He kept a mifeiable Houfe, but the Blame 
was laid wholly \v^on Mfidam \ for the good 
Doflor was always at his Books y or vifiting thtt

He treated all his Inferiors of the Clergy with 
a raoft fan^tified Pride 5 was rigoroiifly and uni» 
vcrfally cenforioys upoo all. )iis Brethren of the 

Vol.’XIL , F Gown, 
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Gown, on their firft. appearance in the World,* 
or while they continued meanly prefen*ed ; but 
gave large Allowance to the Laity of high Rank, 
or great Riches, ufing neither Eyes nor Ears 
for their Faults. He was never lenfible of the 
loaft Corruption in Courts, Parliaments, or Mi- 
ntfiries, but made themoft favourable Conftruc- 
tionofall Publick Proceedings; and Power, in 
whatever Hands, ot whatever Party, was al- 
ways fecure of his moft charitable Opinion, He 
had many wholefome Maxims ready to excufe 
all Mifcarriages of State ; Men are but Men i 
Brunt ^itia donee homines ; S^uod fupra nos nihil 
adnos •, with feveral others of equal Weight. 

It would lengthen my Paper beyond Meahire 
to trace out the whole Syftcm of his Conduft ; 
his dreadful Apprehenfions of Popery ; * his 
great Moderation towards Diflenters cf all De- 
nominations, with hearty Wifhes, thatjby yield- 
4ng. fomewhat on both Sides, there ftiignt be a 
general Union among Proteftants ; in lliort, in- 
offenfive Sermons in his Ttirn at Court, and the 
Matter exaftly liiited to the prefent Jun6hire of 
prevailing Opinions ; the Arts he ufed to ob- 
tain a Mitre, by writing againft Epifcopacy, 
and the Proofs he gave ®f his Loyalty, by palli- 
ating or defending the Murder of a martyred 
prince. » 

Endowed with all thefe^Accompliflimcnts, 
we leave him in the full Career of Succefs, 
mounting fali towards the Top of the Ladder 
Ecclefiaftical, which he hath a fair Prob^ility 
to reach, without the Merit of one fuiglfii Vii .. 
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tue, moderately ftocked with the lead valuable ’ 
Parts of Erudition, utterly devoid of all 
Judgment, or Genius, and in his Grandeur na- 
,turaJly chufmg to hawl up others after him, 
whofe Accompliflim^nts mod refemblejiis own ; 
«xccpt his beloved Sons, Nephews, or other 
Kindred be in Competition ; or ladly, except 
his Inclinations. 1% diverted by thofe who have 
Power to mortify ©r farther advance him. 

^ Eugenio fet out from the fame Univerfity, and 
about tlje dune Time with Corufodes he had 
the Reputation of an arch Lad at School, and 
was unfortunately . podelTed with a i'alefit 
ior Poetry, on which Account he rccelved-jinany 
chiding Letters from his Father, and gtave 
Advice from hie Tutor. He did not ne^£l 
his College Learning, but his chief Study was 
the Authors of Antiquity, with a perfe^l KnoW'» 
ledge in the Greek and Roman Tongues* 

He could never procure himfelf to be cliofcn 
Fellow j for ' it' w^as objected againd him that 
he had written Verfes, and particularly fonie 
wherein he glanced at a certain Reverend Doc* 
tor, famous forDulnefs : That he had been feea 
bowing to Ladies as ‘he met them in the 
Streets j and it^as proved, that once he had 
been fotmd dancing in a private Fanaily with 
half a Dozen of both Sexes , - • • 

He was the younger Son to a.Gentleman of a 
• good Birth but fmall Fortune, and his Father 
dying, he was driven to London to feek his For- 
tune. He got into Orders , and became a Rea- 
der to a ParifhiChurch at tw'enty Founds a 

Fa Year, 
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Year, was carried by an Oxfbrd Friend to 
WilV's Coffee-Hmfet frequented in thofe Da3's by 
Men of Wit, where, in fome Time he had the 
bad'Luck tobe dittinguiftied. His fcanty Sa^ 
lary con^pelled him to run difep in Debt "for a 
new Gown and Caffock, and now and thea 
forced him to write Ibme Paper of Wit or Hu- 
mour, or preach a Sermon for ten Shillings, to 
fupply his NeceflTities . He was a thoufand times 
recommended by his Poetical Frierids to great 
Perfons, as a young Man of excellent Paits, 
who deferved Encouragement, and received a 
thoufand Promifes 5 but his Modefty, and a ge- 
nerous Spirit, which difdained the Slaveiy of 
continual Application and Attendance,- always^ 
difeppointed him, making rdom for vigilant 
Dunces, who were ■ hire ■ never to be out of 
Sight. ' ' . 

He had an excellent Facility in Preaching, if 
he were not fometimes a little too refined, and 
apt totnift too much to his own vvay of think- 
ing and reafoning. 

' "when, upon a Vacancy of Preferment, he 
was hardly drav/n to attend upon fomepromiF 
ing Lord, he received the uftial Anfwcr, that he 
tarhe' too late', for if 'had been^given to another 
the very Day before. And he had only this 
Comfort left, that every bddy faid it was a thou- 
fand 'Pities fomething could not be done Tor 
poor Mr. Emenio. ^ ■ 

The Remainder of his Story will be difpatch- 
ed in a few Words. Wearied'with weak Hopes', 
and weaker Purfuits, he accepted a Curacy in 
* ■ • DerhjJbin, 
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Derbyjhire^ of thirty, Pounds a Year, and whcu 
he was five and forty, had the great Felicity to 
be prefen ed by a Friend' of his Father’s, to a 
Vicarage worth annually fixty Pounds, in the ’ . 
inoft defert Parts, of Uncolnjhire , where, his 
.Spirit quite funk with thofe Refieflions that So- 
litude and Difappointment^ bring, he married a 
Farmer’s Widow, and is ftill alivci utterly un- 
diftinguifhed and forgotten ; only fome of the 
Neighbours have accidentally heard, that be bad 
been a notable Man in bis Youtb, .

His Excellency, the prefent Dord, was eda- 
cated in the Univernt)' of O.-rfordy from whence, 
i^^^th a Singularity fcarce to be juftified, he car- 
ried away moie Greek, Laiin, and Philejhp^ 
than properly became a Perfon of hi* Rank i 
indeed much moredf each than mofif of *thple 
who are forced to live by their Vearaihg will ht 
at the unneceflary Pams to Idad their Heads 
with.

I cannot deny that his Excellency lies under 
another great Difadvantage. For, with all the 
i^ccoinplifliments above-mentioned, adding that 
of a nioft comely and graceful Perfon, andi 
dMrIng the Prime of Youth, Spirits, and Vi- 
gour, he hath in a moft unexemplary Manner 
1^ a regular doraeftick Life ; dilcovers a great 
Efteem, and Friendfliip, and Love for his Lady, 
as well as true Affeflion for his Children ; and 
when he is difpofed to admit an entertaining 
Evening Companion, he doth not always 
enough lefleft, whether the Perfon^may poflibly 
in former Days have lain under the Imputation 
ofB.7ory ; nor, atfuch Times, do the natural 
or affeSed Fears of.

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coniidering, with what Safety fttch an Inftru- 
nient of Po'-wer ought to be tnifted in the Hands 
of an Alien, who hath not given any legal Se-i 
<Mrity for her good Affeftion to the Govern- 
ment. 

I confefs, there is one Evil which I could wilh 
©urF riends would think proper to redrefs . There 
aie many Whigs in the Kingdom of the old- 
fajhion'd Stamp, of whom we might make very 
good Ufe ; they bear the fame Loyalty with us 
to the Hanoverian Family, in the’ Pcrfon of 
King George II. the fame - Abhorrence of 
the Pretender, with the Confcquences of Popery 
and Slavery, and the fame Indulgence to tender 
Confciences : But having nothing to- alk for 
themfelves, and therefore the more Leifure ta 
think for the Publick, they are often apt to en-

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Spleen. I do not blame an boTtef Gentleman 
for the bittereft Invecl ives againft one to whom 
. he profefTeth the greateft Friendlhip i provided 
he a£ls in the Dark, I'o as not to be difcovered : 
But in the Midll of Canffes, VifitSy and 
tio7is, to run into the Streets, or to as ptiblick a 
Place, and without the Icaft pretended Incite- 
ment, fpufter out the ba^eft and falfeU Accuia- 
tions ; then to wipe his Mouth, come up fmil- 
ingto his Friend, lhake him by the Hand, and 
tell him in a Whhper, it was all fbr his Service t 
This Proceeding, I am bold to think a great 
Failure in Prudence : And I am afraid left 
fuch a Praftitioner, whh a Body fo open, {ofoid, 
and io full of Sore/, may fall under the Refent- 
ment of an incenfed political Surgeon, who is 
not in much Renown for his Mercy upon great 
Provocation : .Who without waiting for « his 
Death, will flay and dijJeSl him alive, and to the 
View of Mankind lay ©pen all the difordered 
Cells of his Brain, the Venom of his Tongue, 
the Corruption of his Heart, the Spots and Fla- 
tus’s of his Spleen : And all this for 
pence.

which infallibly they pofiefled in the fame De • 
gree, although perhaps under a better Regxila- 
tion, before their Entrance into Academy I 
•’But it may be objefled, that there is an Ar- 
gument of much Force to excufe the overflow- 
ings of that Zeal, which our Friend Ihews or 
means for our Caul'e. And it muil be confH-

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ed, that eajy andjmooth Fluency ofbisEla^ 
cution, beJio^Mcd on him by Nature^ and cultrvat- 
ed by continual PraFHcgf added to the Comelineft 
of bis Perfony thtHarmeny of his Voice ^ the Grace^ 
fulnefs of his Manner, and the Decency of bis 
i)r«'/]r, are Temptations too itrong for Aich'^a

And if good Men arc fometimes accuied ©f 
loving their better than their priend $ fiire- 
ly, to gain the Reputation of the tirft Orator in 
the Kingdom, no Man of Spirit would fci'upk 
to lofe all the Friends he had in the W«rld. - ' 

It is ulual for Matters to make their Boys 
declaim on both Sides of an Argumait 5 and 
as fome kinds of Aflemblies are called the 
Schools of Politicks, I confefs nothing can. better 
improve political Scliool-boys, than the Ait 
making plaufiblc or implaulible Hai'angues 
Rgalnftthe very Opinion for whicli.they revive 
to determine. 

So Cai'dinal Perron, after having fpoke fw 
an Hour, to tlie Admiration of all his Hearers, 
to> prove the Exiftence of God, told forae of his 
Intimates, that he could have fpoken another 
Hour, and much better, to prove the con- 
trary. ' • ' 

I haa^e placed this Reafoning in the ftrongeft 
Light that I think it will bear j and have no- 
thing to anfwer, but that^ allownag it as mach 
Weight as the Reader Ihali pleal'e, it hath con- 
ilantly met with ill Sucedtf in the Mouth of our

• To return from this long Digreffion j if the 
Perlons in high Stations have been allowed to 
chufe IF'encbesj without Regard even to Diffe* 
rence in Religion, yet never incurred the lealt 
Reflexion on their Loyalty, or their Proteftan- 
tifin } (hall the Qhief Governor of a great King- 
dom be cenfured for chufing a Companion^ who 
may formerly have been fufpefted for differing 
from the Orthodox in fome fpeculative Opinions 
of Perlons and Things, which cannot affeft 
the fundamental Principles of a found Whig, * 

But let me fuppofe a very poffibieGafe. Here 
is a Perlbn fent to govern Irelandj whofe unfor- 
tunate weak Side it happens to be, for feveral 
Reafons above-mentioned, that he hath encou- 
raged the Attendance of one or i'wo Gentle- 
men, diftinguifhed for their Tafte, their Wit,

Let me then return to, my Suppofitions. It is 
certain that high-flown Loyalilts, in the prefent 

Scnle 
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Senfe of the Word, have their Thoughts, and 
^Studies, and Tongues, lb entirely diverted by 
political Schemes, that the Zeal of their Princi*- 
fles hath eaten up their Underjfandings ; nei- 
ther have they Time from their EmplojTOents,* 
their Hopes, and their hourly Laboui's for ac- 
quirirtg new Additions of Merit, to amufe 
themfelves with Philological Gonverfe, or Spe- 
culations which are utterly ruinous to all 
Schemes of rifing in the World. What then 
fnult a great Man do, whofe ill Stars have fa- 
tally perverted him to a Love, and Tafte, *and 
PoUeffion of Literature, Politenefs, and good 
Senfe? Our thorough-fpedRepublicIc of Whigs, 
which contains theBulk of all Hopers, Pretenders, ' 
Expeders, and Prt^Jfors, arc, beyond all Doubt, 
molt Hghfy ufeftd to Princes, to Governors, t© 
great Minifters, and to their Country ; but at 
the fame "time, and by necelTary Conlbquence, 
the moft dilagreeable Companions to all who 
have that unfortiina^e Turn of Mind peculiar 
to his Excellency, and perhaps to five or fix 
more in a Nation. ' 

‘ 1 do not deny it poffible, that an Original or 
Profelyte Favourite of the Times, might have 
been born to thofe ufelefs Talents, which, in 
former Ages qualified a Man to be a Poet, ora 
Philolbpher. AH I contend for, is, that where 
the true Genius of Party once enters, it pweeps 
the Houfe clean, and leaves Room for many 
other Spirits to take joint PolTeflion, until t^ 
Infi State of that Man is exceedingly better than 
the 
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■ I allow it a great Error in his Excellency, 
that he adheres fo obftinately to his old unfajhi- 
onable Academick Education : Yet fo perverfe 
is human Nature, that the ufual Remedies for 
this Evil in others have produced a contrary 
Effeft in him } to a Degree, that I am credibly 
informed he will, as I have already hinted, in 
the middle of a Sefllon, quote Paflages out of 
Elato and Pindar j to Ibme Book-learned Com- 
panion, without blufhing, even when Perfons 
of great Stations are by. 

I will venture one Step further ; which is, 
freely to confefs, that this iniftaken Method of 
educating Youth in the Knowledge of ancient 
Xearning and Language, is too apt to Ipoil 
their Potiticks and Principles j becauie the Doc- 
trine and Examines of the Books they read, 
teach them Leflbns direilly contrary in e’very 
Point to the prefent Pra 8 ice of the World ; And 
accordingly, Hobbes moft judiciouily obferves, 
that the Writings of the Greeks and Romans , 
make yeung Men imbibe Opinions againft ab- 
(blute Power in a Prince, or even in a firft Mi- 
nifler, and to embrace Notions of Liber^ and 
Property. 

It hath been, therefore, a great Felicity in 
thefe Kingdoms, that the Heirs to Titles and 
lai ge Eftates, have a Weaknefs in their Eyes, 
a Tendemefs in their Conftitutions ; are not 
able to bear die Pain and Indignity of Whip- 
ping ; and, as the Mother rightly exprefles it, 
could never take to their Bo^s, yet a^*e well 
enough qualified to fign a Receipt for Half a 
' Year’s

yo .Vindication of His 

Year’s Rent, to put their Names (rightly 
to a Warrant, and to read Pamphlets agalnft 
Religion and High-flying ; whereby they fill their 
Niches, and carry thcml'elves through theWorld, 
with that Dignity which beft becomes a Senator 
and a 'Squire* 

I could heartily wilh his Excellency would 
be more condei'cending to the Genius of the 
Kingdom he governs j to the Condition of the ' 
Times, and to the Nature of the Station he 
fills. Yet, if it be true, what I have read in 
old Englijh Story-books, that one Agefllaus (no 
matter to the Bulk of my Readers whether I 
fpeM the Name right or .wrong) was raught by 
the Parfon of the Partjbf riding on a Hobby- 
Horfe with his Children ; that Socrates, a Hea- 
then Philofopher, was found dancing by him- 
felf at Fouifeore j that a King called Cafar 
Auguftus (or fomejuch Name) uied to play with 
Boys, whereof fome may poflibly be Sons of 
^Tories ; and that two gr eat Men, called Scipio 
and Eelius, (I forgot their Chriflian Nanies, 
and whether they were Poets or Generals) often 
■played at Duck and Drake with finboth Stones 
on a River. Now, I fay, if thefe .Fa6ls be 
true, (and the Book where I found them is in 
Print) I cannot imagine why our moft aealous 
Patriots may not a little indulge his Excellency 
in an Infirmity which is not mortally evil, pro- 
vided he gives no publick Scandal, which is by 
nil means to be avoided ; I fay, why he may 
not be indulged twice a Week, to converfe with 
one or two particular Perfons } and let him and 

them 
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them conn over their old exploded Readibgs 
^ together, aYter Mornings fpent in hearing and 
prefctibing Ways and Means from and to his 
fnoji obedient Politician, for thc^Welfare of the 
Kingdom } although tlie faid particular Perfon, 
or Perfons, may not have made fo publick a 
Declaration of their political Faith in all it# 
Parts, as the Bufmefs ©f the Nation requires : 
Still fubmitting my Opinion to that bapfy Ma-^ 
jority, which I am confident is alnvays in the 
fight j by whom the Liberty of the Subj^ hath 
been fo frequently, fo ftrenuoufly, and fo fuc- 
cefsfully aflerted ; who, by tiieirv^e Counfels 
have made Commerce to fiourilh, Money to a- 
bound. Inhabitants to incieafe, the Value of 
Lands and Rents to rife, and the whole Ifiand 
put on a new Face of Flenp and Profperity. 

But, in order to clear his Excellency moro 
fully from this Accufation of Ihewing his Fa- 
vours to High-flyers f “Tbriesy and Jacobites y it 
will be necefiary to cometq Particulars. 

The firft Perlbh of a “Tory Denomination, to 
whom his Excellency gave any Marks of his 
Favour, was Doftor ‘fbomas Sheridan. It is 
to be obferved, that tliis happened fo early in 
his Excellency’s Government, as it may be juft- 
ly fuppofed he had not been informed of that 
Gentleman's Charafler, upon fo dangerous an 
Article. The Do61or being well known, and 
diftinguilhed for his Skill and Succefs in the 
Education of Youth, beyond moll of his Pro- 
fellion for many Yeai s part, was recommended 
to his Excellency on the Score of his Learning, 
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and particularly for his Knowledge in thp 
Greek Tongue, whereof, it feeins,*his Excelr5. 
lency is a great Admirer, although foni what 
Reafons I could never imagine. However, it 
is agreed on all hands, that his Lordiliip was 
too eafily prevailed on by the Doftor's Reqiieft, 
or indeed rather from the Bias of his 'own Na- 
ture, to hear a Tragedy a6led in that unkno-icn 
Language by the Dolor's Lads, which was 
written by foine Heathen Author but whether 
it contained any ’Tory or Htgb-Church Principles, 
muft be left to the Confciences of the Boysy_xhe 
DoHor, and his EjKellency, the only Witnefles in 
this Cafe, whofe Teftimonies can be depended 
upon. 

It feems, his Excellency (a Thing never to 
be fufficiently wondered at) was fo pleafed with 
his Entertainment, that fome time after he gave 
the Doftor a Church -Living, to the Value of 
almoft One Hundred Pouivds a Year,' and made 
him one of his Chaplains j from an antiquated 
Notion, that good School -matters ought to be 
encouraged in every Nation profefTmg Civility 
and Religion. Yet his Excellency did not ven- 
ture to make this bold Step, without ftrong Re- 
commendations from Perfons of undoubted 
Principles fitted to the Tithes who thought 
themfelves bound in Juftice, Honour,' and Gra- 
titude, to do the Doftor a good OfHcc, in re- 
tum Air the C?re he had taken of their Chil- 
dren, or of thole of their Friends. Yet the 
Catalliophe was terrible^: For the Doifor, iu 
the Height of hu? felicity and going 

■ *’ down 
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to»l 9 ke Poffelllon of his Parifii, and fur- 
^ifhed a few led Sermons, whereof, as it is 
be fup^fed, the Number was veiy fmall, hav- 
ing nevof ierved a Cure in the Church} he ftopt 
at to attend on his Biiliop } and going to 
Chiifch on tlie Sunday following, was, accord- 
ing to iBe ufual Civility of Country Clergj'- 
men. invited by the..Miuifter of the Pariih to 
^^pplyvi^ Pulpit. It happened to be the firft 
^ ‘and the firft of Augujl happened that 
Year to light upon a Sunday : And it happened 
thli Dolor’s Text was in thele Words, 
Suj^ient unto the Day is the Enjil thereof: And 
^ftly, k ^ppened that feme one Perfon of the 
Congregation, whofe Loyalty made him watch- 
ful upon.cvery Appearance of Danger to his 
Ma)efty*e^erfon and Government, when Ser- 
vice was over, gave the Alarm. , Notice was 
immedi^ely fent up to T own } and, by the 
Zeal 6f/one Man of no large Dimenfions <f 
Body or Mind f fuch a Clamour wtis railed, that 
nve m l^lin could apprehend no lefs than an 
lnvafidta;by the Pretender, who muft be landed 
in the S^b. The Refult was, ♦hat the Doc- 
tor muft^e ftruck out of the Chaplains Lift, 
•and appears no more at the^Caftle } yet whether 
he .were then, or be at this Day, a Whig or ’a 
Tory, I think is a Secret } only it is manifeft, 
that he is a zealous Hancmeriax, at leaft in 
Poetry, and a great Admirer of the prefent 
Royal Family, through all its Branches. His 
Friends likewife aflerf, that he had preached this 
lame Scrinon olten, under the fame Text } that . 
VoL. XII. K not 
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not having obferved the Wortls, tiU iie 
the Pulpit, and had opened his Notesi 
a Perlbn a little abftra6led, he wanted 
©1' Mind to change them ;*And that, 
whole Sermon, there was not a Syllable 
ing to Government or Party, or to the 
of the Day. '• t * 

In this Incident there feems to have 
Union of Events, that will probably, 
Happen again to the End of the World,^ 
it feaft, like the grand Conjun^Iion'irrthe 
vena, which, 1 think, they fay can arrir^ 
once in twenty Uioufand Years; * 

The fccond Gentleman. (if lamrig^t i 
Chronology) who, under the Sufpicit 
^orj’y received feme Favour from liis Ea 
^,*■15 Mr. Jama Stafford^ very ftrongly^ 
cortrrn.ended by the molt eminent Whig in 
land, on the Account of his Learning, 

‘ Virtue, and other Aecomplilhments. ^.He- 
paffed the greateft Part of his Youth in 
Study, or in travelling j and was either not^^ 
home, or not atLeilure to trouble 
about Pajty J which I allow to jUi ^ 
Cmiflion, although I cannot h©neftly. place ham 
jn the. Lift of Tories : And therefore think his 
Excellency may befah'Iy acquitted for makmg 
him Vicar of Fingiafs, worth about One 
dred Pounds a Year. ■ . 

The third is Doffoi- Patrick Deiany. XH« 
Divine lies under fome Diladvantage j having, 
in his Youth, received many Civilities fxt>m a 

certain 
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certain * Perfon, then in a very high Station ^ 
here j for which Reafon, I doubt the Doftor 
never cli'ank his Confulion lince, and, what 
makes the Matter defperate, it is now too late ; 
tmlefs our Inquijitcrs will be content with drink- 
ing Confufion to his Memary. The aforefaid 
eminent Perfon, who was a Judge of all Me- 
rit, except that of Party^ diftinguilhed the 
Doctor, among other Juniors in ourUniverfi- 
ty, for his Learning, Virtue, Difcretion, and 
good Senfe. But the Do 6 lor w'as tlien in too 
good a Situation at his College, to hope or en- 
deavour at a better EftablUhment, from one 
who had no Power to give it him. 

Upon the prefent Lord Lieutenant's Coming 
over, the Do£lor was named to his Excellency 
by a f Friendy among other Clergy of DilHnc- 
tion, as Perfons whofe Chara61ers it was pro- 
per his Excellency fhould know ; and by the 
Truth of which dke Giver would be content to , f 
ftarul or fall in his Excellency's Opinion ; fince 
not one of thofe Perfons were in particular 
Friendfhip with the Gentleman who gave in 
their Names. By this, and fome other Inci- 
dents, particularly the Recommendation of the 
late Archbifliop of Dublin, the Do 6 Ior became 
known to his Excellency, whofe fatal Turn of 
Mind towards heathemjh and outlandijb Books 
and Languages, finding, as I conceive, a like

Hx ■ 'Pifpo- 
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Difpofitlon in the Doftor, was the Canfe of 
his becoming fo domeflick> as we are told he 
is, at the Caftle of Dublin. 

Three or tour Years ago, the Doctor, grown 
weary of an Academick. Lite, for tome Reafons 
beft known, to the Managers of the Ditcipline 
in that learned Society, (which it may not be 
for their Honour to mention) refolved to leave 
it ; although, by the Benefit of the Pupils, and 
his Senior Fellowfhip, with all its Perquifites, 
he received eveiy Year between nine Hundred 
and a Thoufand Pounds. And a fmall Nor- 
thern Living, in the U niverfity’s Donation, of 
Jo!newhat better than one Hundred Pounds a 
Year, bailing at the fame time with tlie Chan- 
cel lorfhip of Chrifl-Chtirchf to about equal the 
Value, in the Gilt- of his Excellency $ the 
Doftor ventured into the World in a very 
fcanty Condition ; having fquandered away 
all his annual iincome in a Manner, which, al- 
though perhaps proper enough for a Clergyman 
without a Fainily, will not be for the Advan- 
tage of his Charaffer to’ difcover either on the 
Exchange, or at a Banker's Shop. 

About two Months ago, his Excellency gave 
the Do<5lor a Prebend in St. Patrick'^ Cathe- 
dral 5 which being of near the fame Value with 
either of the two formei*, will add a third Part 
to his Revenues, after he fiiail have paid the 
gi eat Incumbrances upon it : So that he may 
now be faid to poffefs of Church Preferments, 
in fcattered Tythes, three hundred Pounds a 
Year j inllead of the like Sum of infallible 

’ ■ * . Rents 
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Rents from a Senior Fellowfhip, with the Of- 
iiccs annexed; bdides the Advantage of a free 
Lodging, a great Number of Pupils, and fome 
other Eafements. 

■> But fince the Doftor hath not, in any of his 
Writings, his Sermons, his A6lions, his Dif- 
courfe, orhis Company, dtfcovered one Tingle 
Principle of either Whig or Tory ; and that the 
Lord Lieutenant ftill continues to admit him; 

* I thall boidly pronounce him ONE OF US: 
But, like a new Free~Mafan, who hath not yet 
learned all the Dialeft of the Myfterjr. Nei- 
ther can he juftly be accufed of any Fory Doc- 
trines : except, perhaps, fortre among thofe 
few, with which that Wicked Party was charg- 
ed, during the Height of their Power ; but 
have been fince transferred, for the moil /slid 
Reafons, to the whole Body of our firmeft 
Friends. ' 

I have now done with the Clergy : And •' 
upon the ftrifleft Examination have not been 
able to find above one of that Order, againft 
whom any Party Sufpicion can lie ; I mean the 
unfortunate Gentleman Doftor Sheridan, who 
by meer Chance-medley fliot his own Fortune 
dead with a fingle Text.

Thus if Sir Arthur Achefon fhali have the 
good Fortvine to obtain a Grant of this Bar- 
rack, he will receive Profit annuallyfrom the 
Crown ELEVEN Pounds Sterli/2g, to Iielp hlna 
in entertaining the Officers, and making Pro- 
vifions for his younger Cliildren.

Written In the Year 1731. 

I Have often, for above a Month paft, defined 
fonie few Clergymen, who are pleafed to 
Vifit me, that they would procure an Extraft of 
. T wo Bills, brought into the Council by fome 
of the Blfiiops, and both of them fince paifed in 
the Haufe of Lords : But I could never obtain 
what I defined, wliether by the Fbrgetfulnefs or 
Negligence of thofe whom I employed, or the 
DiAiculty of the Thing itfelf. Therefore, if I 
Ibali happen to miftake in any Faff of Confe- 
quence, 1 defire my Remarks upon it may pafs 
for nothing ; for my Information is no better 
than what I received in Words frcm feveral 
Divines, who feemed to agree witi> each other. 
I have not the Honour to be acquainted with any 
one fingle Prelate of the Kingdom i and am a 
* 1 z Stranger 
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Stranger to their Charafters further than ac 
Tommon Fame reports them, which is not to be 
depended on. Therefore, 1 cannot be iuppoied 
to aft upon a Principle of Refentment. I 
efteera their Fun£hons (if I may be allowed to 
fay fo without Offence) as truly ApoJhlicidj and 
abfolutely neceflary to the Perfeftion of a Cbri^ 
Jlian Church. 

There are noQualities more incidentto theFiail- 
ty and Corruption of human Kind, than an Indif- 
ference, or Infenfibility for other Men’s Suffer- 
ings, and afuddenForgetfulnefs of their own for- 
mer humble State, when they rife in the Wwid. 
Thefe two Difpofitions have not, 1 think, any 
where fo ftrongly exerted themfelves, as in the 
Order of Bifliops, with regard to the inferior 
Clergy 5 for which I can find no Reafons, but 
fuch as naturally fliould feem to operate a quite 
contrary way. The Maintenance of the Cler- 
g}', throughout the Kingdom, isprecaiiousand 
uncertain, coilefted from a moft miferalde 
Race of beggarly Fanners 5 at whole Mercy 
every MirJ^er lies to be defrauded. His 
hce, as ReJRor^ or Vicars if it be.duly executed, 
is very laborious ; Asfoon as he is promoted to 
a Bi/hoprick, the Scene is entirely and happily 
changed j his Revenues are large,' and as furcly 
paid as thofe-of the King ; his whole Bufmcfs is 
once a Year to receive the Attendance, the Sub- 
million, and the Proxy-Money of all his Clergy, 
in whatever Part of the Dioccfe he lhall pieale 
to think moft convenient for himfelf. Neither is 
bis perlbnal Prefence necelTa^, for the Bulinefs 

may 
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may be done by a l^icar General. The Fa- 
tigue ol' Ordination, is juft what the Biftiops 
pleale to make it j ,and as Matters have been 
for fome Time, and may probably remain, the 
fewer Ordinations the better. The reft of their 
viftble Office confifts in the Honour of attending 
Parliaments and Councils, and beftowing Pre- 
ferments in their own Gift j in which lalt Em- 
ployment, and in their Spiritual and Temporal 
Courts, tlic Labour falls to the Vicarf General, 
Secretaries, ProSors, Apparitors, Senefchals, and 
the like. Now, I fay, in fo quick a Change, 
where their Brethren,- in a few Days are become 
their Subjefls, it would be reafonable at leaft to 
hope that the Labour, Confinement, and Subjec- 
tion, from which they have lately el'caped, like a 
Bird out of the Snare oft he Ftnvler, might a little 
incline them to remember the Condition of thofe 
who were but laft Week their Equals, probably 
their Companions or their Friends, and poftibly 
as reaiimabie Expc6fants. There is a known 
Sterj’ t)f Colonel ’Tidcomb, who, while he con- 
tinued a Subaltern Officer, was every Day 
complaining againftihe Pride, Opprellion, and 
hard 'i'rea,tmf nt of Colonels towards theirO/^cf/v 5 
yetin a veiy few Minutes after he had received 
his Comniiflion for a Regiment, walking with 
a Friend on the Mall, he ccnfefteil that the Spi- 
rit of Colonclftiip was coming fait upon him, 
which Spirit is faid to have daily- increafed 
to the Hour of his Death. 

It is true, the Clergy of this Kingdom, who 
are prompted to Bijhopricks, have glways feme

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great Advantages ; either that of rich Deamricf , 
opulent and multi plied Rectories and Digniti^ 
ttrong Alliances by Birth or Marriage, fortified 
by a Tuperlative Degree of Zeal and Loyalty j 
but, however, they were all at firft no moredian 
young Beginners j and^ before tlieir great Pro- 
motion, were known by their plain CbriJUaM 
Names, among their old Companions, the mid- 
dling Rate of Clergymen j nor could, therefore, 
be Strangers to their Condition, or with any 
good Grace forget it fo loon, as it hath too td- 
ten happened. 

I confefs, I do not remember to haveobfei-v’d 
any Body of Men afting with fo little Concert 
as our Clergy have done, in a Point where their 
Opinions appeared unanimous 4 A PcsiiA 
wherein their whole Temporal Support was 
concerned, as well as their Power ot ferving 
God and his Church in their Spiritual Fun£fi- 
ons. This hath been imputed to their Fear of 
dilbbliging, or Hopes of furtlier Favours upon I 
Compliance ; beca\ife it was obferved, that 
feme who appeared at fii'ft with greateft Zea!, 
thought fit fuddenly to abfisnt themfelves from 
the ufiial Meetings ; yet, we know what ex- 
pert Solicitors the fakers, the Dijfenters, and 
even the Papifts have Ibmetimes found, to diTre 
a Point of Advantage, or pi-event an impend- 
ing Evil. . 

I have not feen any Extraft from the two 
Bills introduced into the Privy Council by the 
Bifiiops i where the Clerg}*^, upon feme F^ure 
in Favour, or through the Timoroufnefis of 
3 many 
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■many among their Brethren, were teftifed to 
be Ii^rd by the Council. It Teems, thcfe Bills 
were botli returned, agreed to by the King and 
Council of England, and the Houfe of Lords 
hath, with great Expedition, paflcd them 
both j and it is Taid, they are immediately to 
be Tent down.to the Commons for their Confent. 

The Particulars, as they have been imper- 
fe^ly reported to me, are as follow 

. By one of the Bills, the Bifliops have Power 
to oblige the Country Clergy to build a Man- 
^ bon-HouTe upon whatever Pait of their Glebes 
their Lordihips (hall command ; and if the . 
Living l>e above 50/. a Year, the Minider is 
bound to build, after three Years, a Houfe 
that ftall coft one/Y ear and an half’s Rent of 
his Income. For Inftance, if a Clergyman, with 
a. Wife and feven Children, gets a Living of 
$$Lp£r Annum, he muft, after three Years, 
build a Houfe that (ball cod 77/. 10/. and mud 
fiipport his Family during the Time the Bidiop 
ih^l appoint .for the Building of it with the 
Remainder. But, if the Living be under 50 /. 
a Year, tlie Minider fliall be allowed 100 /. 
cut of the Firft Fruits. 

But there is faid to be one Circuraftar.ee a little 
ortiaord inary j that if there be a fmgle Spot in 
the Glebe mo- e barren, more mardiy, more ex« 
pofed to Winds, nioi'e diftant from the Church, 
orSkeletcm of a Church, or from any Conveni- 

ency 
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•tiieir Children, be charitable to the Poor, and 
maintain Hoi’pitality. 

But it is very reafonable to hope, andheartU 
Jy to bcwifhedby all thofe who have the kail 
Re^ to our holy Religion, as hitherto efta- 
blHlied, or to a learned, pious, diligent, con- 
Clergyman f or even to common Hu- 
manity; that the Honourable Houfe of Com- 
mons will, in their gj eat Wifdom, Juftice, and 
Tendernefs to innocent Men, confider thelc 
.‘Bills in another Light. It is ^id, they well 
knew/ this Kingdom not to be foover-ftocked 
with neighbouring Gentry, but a difcreet, 
learned Clergyman^ with a Competency fit for 
one of Ks Eaucation, may be an entertaining, 
• an ufeful, and foraetimes a neceflary Compa- 
nion. That, akhbugh fuch a Clerg)'man may 
not be able conftantly to find Beef and Win e 
for his own Family, yet he may be allowed 
lianetimes to afford both to a Neighbour, with- 
out diftrefling himlelf ; and the rather, becaufe 
he may expeft at leaft as good a Return. It will 
probably confidered, that in many defolate 
I*arts there may not be always a fufficient 
Number of Perfons confiderable enough to be 
trufled with Commifions of the Peace, which fe- 
▼cral of the Clergy now fupply much better 
than a little, hedge, contemptible, illiterate 
from twenty to fifty Pounds a Year, tlie 
Son of a* Weasver, Pedlar, 'Taylor, or Miller, 
can be prefumed to do. 

The Landlords and Farmers by this Scheme 
can find no Profit, but will certainly be Lofrrs; 

■ for 
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for Inftancc, if the Iarg;e Northern Livings be 
I'pl it Into a Dozen Parifhes, or more, it will be 
very necefi'ar)’ for the little threadbare Gon-vn^ 
moji^ with his Wife, his Proftor, and cveiy 
Child who can crawl, to watch the Fields at 
Harvelt Time, lor fear of lolinga fingle Sheaf, 
which he could not afford 'luder Peril of a Day’s 
Starving : For, according to the Scotch Pro- 
veib, a hungry LoUfe bites fore. This would 
of- .NecelTity breed an infinite Number of 
Wrangles and litigious Suits in the Spiritual 
Courts ; and put the wretched Fafior at pej-pe- 
tual Variance with his whole Parilh. But, as 
•they have hitherto Itood, a Clergyman efta- 
blifhed in a competent Living is not under the 
NecelTity of being fo Iharp, vigilant, and ex-' 
afting. On the contraiy,’* it is well known 
and allowed, that the Clerg)’ round the King- 
dom think themfelves well treated, if they 
lofe only one fingle Third' of their legal De- 
mands. 

The Honourable . H oil fe may, perhaps, be 
inclined to conceive, that my Lords the BiJljops 
enjoy a--. ample a Power ^rth Spiritual and 
Temporal, as will fully fufhee to anfwer every 
Branch of their Office ; that they want no 
Laws to regulate the Condu«5f: of thofe Clergy- 
men, over whom they prelide ; that, if Non- 
reficience be a Grievance, it is the Patron’s 
Fault, who makes not a better Choice*, or cauled 
the Plurality. That, if the general impaillal 
Chara61er of Perfons choiVn into the Church 
had been more regal ded, and the Motive of 

Party, 
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Party y ^lliaKcey KbidreHy h'lattererSy Ul-Judg- 
merit, ot^Perfonal Fa^jour regarded Icfs, there 
would be fevvei Complain- s of Non-Refidence, 
Want of Care, blameable Behaviour, or any 
other Part of Mifeonduft ; not .to mention Ig- 
norance and Stupidity. 

I could name certain Gentlemen of the 
Gown, whofe aukward, fpruce, prim, Iheer- 
ing, and fmiik.ing Coiintenancef;, the very 
Tone of tliei I Voices, and an ungainly Strut 
in their Walk, without one fingle Talent for 
any one Office, have -contrived to get good 
Preferment by tlie mere Force of Flatteiy and 
Cringing: For which two Virtues (the only 
two Virtues tltey pretend to) they were, how- ’ 
ever, utterly unqualified : And whom, if I 
were in Power, although they^ were my Ne- 
phews, or had married my Nieces, I could ne- 
ver, in Point ol good Coni'cience or Honour, 
have recommended to a Curacy in Connaught, 
The Honourable Houfe of Commons may like- 
wife perhaps confider, that the Gcntiy of this 
Kingdom differ from ail others upon Earth, 
being lei’s capable ol Employments In their 
own Country than etherj; who come from 
Abroad ■, and, that moit of them have little 
Expe61ation of providing for their younger 
Children, otherwile tlian by the Church, in 
which there might be !'ome Hopes of getting 
a tolerable Alaintcnancc. For, after the 
Patrons fliould linve ftUhd their Sons, their 
Nephews, their Nieces, ilieii Dependcuts, and 

' thciif 
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thtw Followers j invited over from tlie other 
Side, there would ftill remain an Overplus of 
fmaller Church Preferments, to be given to 
fiich Clergy of the Nation, who fliall have 
their (quantum pf whatever Merit may be then 
in Fafhion. But by thefe Bills, they will he 
all as abfolutely excluded, as if they had palf- 
ed under the Denomination of Tones '^ tuilefs 
they can be contented at the utmoft with 50 /- 
a Year j which, by the Difficulties of colieS- 
ing Tythes in Ireland, and the daily increafing 
Mileries of the People, will hardly rife to liali 
that Sum. 

It is obferved, that the Divines fent over 
hither to govern this Church, have not Teemed 
to confider the Difference between both King- 
doms, with refpe6t to the inferior C 7 ^r^’. A*' 
to themfelves, indeed, they find a large Re- 
venue in Lands let at one quarter Value, which 
confequently muff be paid while there is a 
I^enny left among us ; and, the Pubiick Dif- 
trefs 10 little affe^^:s their Interefts, that their 
Fines are now higher than ever : They content 
themfelves to liippofe, that whatever a Parifh 
isfaid to be worth, comes all intolhe Par/on's 
Pocket. 

The Poverty of great Numbers among the 
Clergy in England, hath been the continual 
Complaint of all Men who wiffi well to the 
Church, and many Schemes have been thought 
on to red refs it ; yet an Eaglijh Vicar of 40 /* 
a Year, lives much more comfoi-tably than on^ 
©t double the Value in His Farmers, 

generally 
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«nerally fpeaking, are able and willing to pay 
him his full Dues : He hath a decent Church, 
of ancient Standing, filled every Lord's Day 
with a large Congregation of plain People, 
well clad, and behaving themfelves as if they 
believed in God and Christ. He hath a 
Houfe and Barn in repair, a Field or two to 
graze his Cows, with a Garden and Orchard, 
Ho Gueft experts more from him than a Pot of 
Ale; He lives like an honeft plainFarmer,as hia 
Wife is drefied but little better than Goody. He 
is fometimes gracioufly invited by the 'Squire, 
where he fits at humble Diftance j if he gets, 
fhe Love of his People, they often make him 
little ufeftd Prefents : He is happy by being^ 
born to ito higher Expedlation ^ for he is ulu- 
allytheSon of fome ordinary Tradeimaii, or 
middling Farmer.. His Learning is much of 
a Size with his Birth and Education ; no more 
of either than what a poor hungry Ser-uitcr can 
be expelled to bring wuch him from his College^ 
It would be tedious to (hew theHeverfe of all 
this in our diftaut poorer Parifhes, through moll 
Parts of Ireland, wherein every Reader may 
make the Comparifon. 

Lallly, The Honourable Houfe of Commons 
may conlider, whether the Scheme ^or multi- 
plying beggarly Clergymen through the whole 
Kingdom, who muit all have Votes for chooT- 
ing Parliament Men (provided they can prove 
their Freeholds to be worth 40 j, fer Annufii, 
ulva reprifas) may not, by their Numbers, 

VoL. XU- K have 
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have great Influence upon Eleeiions j being 
entirely under the Dependance of Bijhops. 
For, by a moderate Computation, after afl 
the Divifions, and Sub-diviflons of Paiiflies, 
that my Lords the Bijhops have Power to make 
by their new Laws, there will, as foon as the 
prel'ent Set of CIcrey goes off, be railed an Ar- 
my oi^EciLefiafticat Militants y able enough for 
any Kind ot Service, except tliat of the 
Altar. ' 

I am, indeed, in fome Concern about a 
Fumlfor buildinga thoufand or two Churches, 
wherein thefe Probationers may read their 
Wall-LtSiures ; and begin to doubt they -mutt 
be contented with Barns j which Barns will be 
one great advancing Step towards an Accom- 
modation with our true P rot ejlant Brethren y \i\c 
DiJJenters. 

The Scheme of encouraging Clergymen to 
build Houles by dividing a Living of 500 /. a 
Year 'into ten Parts, is a Contrivance, tlie 
Meaning whereof hath got on the wrong Side 
of my Comprehenfion } unlefs it may be argu- 
ed, that Bijhops build no Houfes, becaufe they 
are fo rich j and therefore, the inferior Clergy 
will certainly build if you reduce them to 
Beggary. But I knew a very rich Man of 
Quality in England, who could never be per- 
liiaded to keep a Ser-vant out of Livery j be- 
c.jufe fuel’ Servants would he expenfive, and apt 
in Time to look like Gentlemen ; whereas the 
, others weie raady tofubmit to the baibil Oflices, 

* and 
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and at a cheaper Pennyworth might inereale 
his Retinue. ' 

I hear, it is the Opinion of many w'ife Men, 
that befwe thefe Bills ihould pafs both Houles, 
they might be. fent back to England with tlie 
following: Claufes inferted : 

jt 

Firft, That, whereas there may be about a 
dozen double Bijhopricks in Ireland, thofe Bi~ 
Jbopricks fliould be fplit and given to different 
Perfons j and thole of a fingle' Denomination 
be alfo divided into two, three, or four Parts, 
as Occafion fhali require j otherwife there may 
be, a Queftion ftarted, whether twenty- two' P/'f- 
Jates can effeftually extend their paternal Care, 
and unlimited Power, for the Proteftion and 
Correction of fo great a Number of Spiritual 
SubjeSls* But this Propofal will meet v/ith 
fuch furious Objections, that I Ihall not infill 
upon it j for I well remember to have read, * 
w'hat a terrible Fri^ the Frogs were in, upon 
a Report, that the Sun was going to marry. 

Another Claule lliould He, that none of thefe • 
twenty, thirty, forty, or ffiyl'oimdeis may be 
luffered to marry, under the Penalty of imme- 
diate Deprivation, their Marriages deciaicd 
null, and their Children Eaitards ; For, fome 
defponding People take the Kingdom to be in 
no Condition of encouraging ib numerous a 
Breed of Begg;?-rs. 

A Third Claufe will be neceffai y, that thefe 
humble Gentry fliould be ahfbhitely dilquaiifl- 
ed from giving Votes in Eleilions for Farlia-^ 
merit Men* , 

K a Others 
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Others add a Fourth j which is a Clalife of 
Indvilgence, that thel’e reduced Divines may be 
permitted to follow any lp.wful Ways of livings 
which will not call them too often or too tar 
from their Spiritual Offices : (For, unlefs I 
- mifapprehend, they arc fuppofed to have Epif- 
copal Ordination.) For Example j they may 
be Lappers of Linen } Baylitfs of the Manor ; 
they may let Blood, or .apply Plaifters, for 
three Miles round : They may get a Difpenth- 
tion to hold the Clevkjhip and Sextonjhip of their 
own Parith in Commendam^ Their Wives and 
'Daughters may make Shirts for the Neighbour- 
hood } or, if a Barrack be near, for the Sol- 
diers : In Linen Countries, they may Card and 
Spinf and keep a 'few Looms in the Honfe : 
They may let Lodgings and fell a Pot of Ale 
without Doors, but not at Home, unlefs to 
fober Company, and at i^ular Hours. It is 
by foine thought a little hard, that in an Af- 
fair of the laft Cohfequence to the very Being 
of the Clergy^ in the Points of Liberty and 
Property, as well as in their Abilities to per- 
form their Duty, this whole Reverend Body, 
who are the eftabliffied Tnftruflors of the Na- 
tion in Chriftlanity and Moral Virtues, and are 
the only Perfons concerned, ffiould be the foie 
Perfons not conlulted. Let any Scholar ffiew 
the like Precedent in Chrijlcndom for twelve 
' hundred Years paft, ^ An A6l of Parliament 
for fettling or felling an Eftate in a private Fa- 
mily, is never paffed until all Parties give Con- 
fent. But in the prefent Cafe the Whole Body 

or' 
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of theC7fr^yis, as thcnifelves apprehend, de- 
termined to utter Ruin, without once e^pe6^ing 
or afking their Opinion j and this by a Scheme 
contrived only by one Part of the Convo< ation, 
wliile the other Part, which hath been cholen 
in the ufual Forms, wants' only the Regal Per- 
mirtion to aflemble, and confult about the Af- 
fairs of the Church, as their Fredeceflbrs have_ 
always done in former Ages j where it is pre- 
fumcd, the Lower Hctife hath a Power of pj o- 
pofing Canons, and a negative Voice, as well' 
as the Upper. And God forbid (lay thel'e. 
Obje<5lors) that there fliould be a real Icparate 
Interert between the Bilhops and Clergy, any 
more than there is between a Man and his' 
Wife, a King and his. People, or Christ and 
his Church. 

It Items there is a Provliion in the Bill, that ' 
no Parilh fltall be cut into Scraps, without tlie • 
Coi^ent of Icveral Peribns who can be no Suf- 
ferers in the Matter ; but L cannot find that the 
Cler(^‘ lay much Weight on this Caution } be- ' 
caule they argue, that the very Perlons from- 
whom thele Bills took their Rife, will have the 
gieatell Share in tlie Decifion. • ; 

I do not, bv any means, conceive the crying 
Siir ot the (clergy in this Kingdom, to bp that 
of Non-RejiiLnee I am line, it is many 
grecs Icfs ib hoe, than in Engl{i}:d ; unlei's flic 
PoflTefiion ot Pluralities may ]>afs under tiiat 
Name ; and it tiiis be a Fault, it is well known 
to whom it mult be l?nputed ; I believe, upon 
a lair Enquiry (and I hear an Enquiry is to be • 

K 3 made) 
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made) they will appear to be raoft paidonaWy 
few j. efpecially, conlidering how many Parifhes 
have not an Inch of Glebe ^ and how difficult it 
is upon any reafonable Terms, to find a Place 
of Habitation. And, therefore, God knows, 
whether my Lords the Bijhops will be foon able 
to convince the Clergy y or thofe who have any 
Regard for that venerable Body, that the chief 
Motive in their Lordjbips Minds, by procuring 
thefe Bills, was to prewnt the Sin of Non^ 
B-efidencey while the univerfal Opinion of al- 
moft every Clergyman in the Kingdom, with- 
out Diftinftion of Party, taking in even thofe 
who are not likely to be Sufferers, (lands di- 
reftly again ft them. 

If feme Livings in the l^orth may be juftly 
thought too lai'ge a Compafs'of Land, w'hich 
makes it inconvenient for the remotefl Inhabi- 
tants to attend the Service of the Church, 
which in lome Inftances may be true, no rea- 
fonable Clergyman would oppofe a proper Re- 
medy by particular A6ls of Parliament. 

Thus, for Inflance, the Deanry of Don-vn, a 
Country Deanryy I think, without a Cathedral, 
depending wholly upon an Union of Parifiics 
joined together in a Time when the Land lay 
wafte and thinly inhabited ; fince thofe Circum- 
ftanccs are fo prodigioufly changed for the 
better, may properly be Ictfened, leaving a de- 
cent Competency to tlie DeaUy and placing 
Redior'ies in the remaining Churches, which 
are now ferved only by ftipendiary Curates. 

The 
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The Cafe may be probably the fame in other 
Parts : And fuch a Proceeding, difcreetly 
managed, would be truly for the Good of the 
Church. ‘ ‘ 

For, it is to be obferved, that the Dean and 
Chapter Lands, wliich in England were all 
Jeized under the FanatieJe Ulurpation, are 
Things unknown in Ireland^ having been long , 
ravi filed from the Church, by a Succeffion of 
Confufions ; and Tythes applied in their ftead, 
to fupport that Ecclefiaftical Dignity. 

The late f Arcbbijhop rf Dublin liad a very 
different Way of encouraging the Clergy of 
his Diocefe to Refidence : When a Leale had 
run out feven Years or move, he ftipulated 
with the Tenant to refign up twenty or thirty 
Acres to the Minifter of the Parifli where it 
lay convenient, without leffening his former 
Rent ; and with no great Abatement of the 
Fine j and this he did in the Parts near Dublin^ 
where Land is at the higheft Rates, leaving a 
fmall Chiefry for the Minifter to pay, hardly a 
fixth Part of the Value. I doubt not that al- 
moft every Bijhcp in the Kingdom may do the 
iame generous A6l with lefs Damage to their 
Sees, than his late Grace of Dublin j much of 
whole Lands were out in Fee-Farms, or Leafes 
for Lives j and I am foi ry that the good Ex- 
ample of fuch a Prelate hath not been fol- 
lowed. ^ 

t fht Right Reverend Dr, William King. 

But 
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But a great Majority of the Clergy's Friends 
cannot hitheito reconcile themfelves to thisPro- 
jeft } which they call a levelling Principle, that 
muft inevitably root out the Seeds of all honeft 
Emulation, the legal Parent of the greateft 
Viitues, and moft generous A6iions among 
Men ; but in the general Opinion (for I do 
not pretend to offer my own) will never more 
have room to exert itfelf in the Breaft of 
any Clergyman whom this Kingdom fhall pro- 
duce. 

But, whether the Confequences of thefe Bills 
may, by the Virtues and Frailties of future 
Btjbops, fent over, hither to rule the Church, 
teiminate in Good or Evil, I fhall not prefume 
to determine, fmee God can work the Former 
otit of the Latter. However, one Thing I 
can venture to affert j that from the earlieft 
Ages of Chriftianity to the Minute I am now^ 
writing, there never was a Precedent of fiich a 
Proceeding, much lefs to be feared, hoped, or 
apprehended from fuch Hands in any Chriltian 
Country j and fo it may pafs for more than a 
Pbcenix ; becaufe it hath rifen without any Af* 
fillance from the AJhes of its ^ire. 

The Appearance of fo many Diffenters at 
the Healing of this Caufe, is what, I am tqld, 
hath not been charged to the Account of their 
Prudence or Moderation j becaufe that Action 
hath been cenfui ed as a Mark of 'Triumpk and 
InTult before the Hbrory is connilete j fince 
neither of thefe Bills hath yet paffed the Houfe 
op Cotnmons, and forae arc pleafed to think it 

not 
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'Hot impoflihle that they may be re]e£led. Nei • 
thcr do I hear that there is an enabling Claufe 
in cither of the Bills, to apply any Part of the 
divided or fub-divided Tythcs towards in- 
creafing the Stipends of the Seiiaries. So that 
thefe Gentlemen feem to be gratified like him, 
who, after having been kicked down Stairs, 
took Comfort when he faw his Friend kicked 
down after him. 

I have heard many more Obje£lions againft 
feveral Paiticiilars of both thefe Bills j but they 
are of fo high a Nature, and carry fuch dread- 
ful Innuendoes f that I dare not mention them, 
refolving to give no Offence, becaufe I well 
know how obnoxious I have long been (al- 
though I conceive without any Fault of my 
own) to the Zeal and Principles of thofe, who 
pla^e ail Difference in Opinion concerning pub- 
lick Matters to the Score of Difaffediion' 
whereof I am at lealt as innocent as the loudeff 
of my Detradiors, .

W E have been told in the common News 
Papers, that all Attempts are to be 
made this Selllon by.the PreJbyterianSf and their 
Abettors,^ for taking off the Teft j as a kind 
of prepaiatory Step, to make it go down 
• fmoother 
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fmoother in England, For, if once their Light ' 
nvould fo /bine, the Papijfs, delighted with the 
Blaze, would all come in, and dance about it. 
This I take to be a prudent Method like that 
of a diforeet Phyfician, who firft gives a new 
Medicine to a Dog, before he prefcribcs it to a 
human Creature.,. 

The Prejbyterians have, ever fince the Revo- 
lution, dire6led the learned Cafuifts to employ 
their Pens on this Subjeft, by fliewing the Me- 
rits and Pretenfions, upon which they claim 
this JuJHce } as founded upon the Services they 
did towards the Reftoration of King Charles 
the Second, and at the Re^’clution, under the 
Prince of Orange. Which Pleas I take to be 
the mott fingular, in their 'Kind, that ever 
were offered in the Face of the Sun, againft 
the moft glaring Light of Truth, and againft 
a Continuation of publick Fa£ls, known to all 
Europe for twenty Years together. I fhall, 
therefore, impartially examine the Merits and 
Condurt of the Prejbyterians, upon thofe two 
great Events j and die Pretenfions to Favour, 
wliich they challenge upon them. 

Soon after the Reformation of the Church in 
England, \lr\<^ev EJnvard the Sixth, upon Queen 
Mary's luccccding to the Crown, whoreftored 
Popery, many Protejlants fled out of England, 
to elcape. the Perlecution railed againft the 
Church as herBroUier had left it eftablilhed. 
Some of thefe Exiles went to Gene^va j which 
City had received the Doflrinc of Cahvin, and 
rejected the Government of Bifliops-j with 

many 
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many other Refinements. Thefe Englijh E»k 
lies readily embraced the Geneva Syftem j and 
having added further Improvements of their 
own, upon Queen Mary's Death returned to 
England, where they preached up their new 
Opinions, inveighing bitterly againft Epifeopa- 
cy, and all Rites and Ceesmonies, however 
innocent and ancient, in the Church : Build- 
ing upon this Foundation, To run as far as 
pofllble from Popery, even in the moft minute 
and indifferent Circumftances. This Faction^ 
under the Name of Puritan, became very tur- 
bulent, during the whole Reign of Q^een Eli- 
%aheth, and were always dilbouraged by that 
wife Queen, as well as by her two Succef*brs, 
However, their Numbers, as well as their In- 
folence and Perverfenefs, fo far Increafed, that 
foon after the Death of King James the Firft, 
many Inftances of their Petulancy and Scuni-.. 
lity are to be feen in their Pamphlets, written 
for fome Years after ; which was a Trade they 
began in the Days of Queen Elizabeth : Parti- 
cularly with great Rancour againft the Biftiops, 
the Habits, and the Ceremonies : Such were 
thofe fciiiTilous Libels under the Title of Mar- 
tin Mar-prelate, and feveral others. And, 
although the Earl of Clarendon tells us, until 
- the Year- 164.0 (as I remember) the Kingdom 
was in a State of perfeft Peace and Happinels, 
without the leaft Appearance of Thought or 
Defign, towards m^ing any Alterations in 
Religion or Government ; yet I have found, 
by olten rumaging for old Books in Little Bri- 
• tain 
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taht and Ditck-lane» a great Number of Pam- 
phlets printed from the Year 1630 to 1640, 
full of as bold and impious railing Expreffions, 
againll the lawful Power of the Crown, and 
the Order of Bilhops, as ever were uttered 
during the Rebellion, or the whole fubfequent 
Tyranny of that Fanatick Anarchy. How- 
ever, I nnd it manifeft, that Puritanifm did not 
ere6l itfelf into a new fcparate Specie? of Re- 
ligion, till fomc Time after the Rebellion be- 
gan. For, in the latter Times of King James 
the Firft, and the fonner Part of his Son, there 
weredeveral Puritan Kfliops, and many Puri- 
tan private Clergymen \ while People went, as 
their Inclinations led them, to hear Preachers 
of each Party in the Parifh Chur 'lies. For 
the Puritan Clergy had received Epifcopal Or- 
ders, as well as the reft. ^But, fcon after the 
Rebellion broke out, the Term Puritan gra- 
dually dropt, and that of Prejbytcrian fucceed- 
ed j which Se£t was, in two or three Years, 
eftablifhed in all its Forms, by what they call 
an Ordinance of the Lords and Commons, 
without confulting the King, who was then at 
War againft his Rebels. And from this Pe- 
riod the Church continued under Perfecu- 
tion, until Monarchy was reftored in the Year 
1660. 

In a Year or two after, we began to hear of 
a new Party rifen, and growing in the Par- 
liament, as well as the Army, under the Name 
of J Hi! ‘.'pen deni : It fpread, indeed, fomewhat 
more in the latter i but not equal with the

until {bme Time before the King was mur- 
dered. 

When the King, who was then a Prifoner 
in the Ifle of liad made his lall Concef- 

fions for a Peace to the Commillioners of the 
Pailiarnent, who attended him' there j upon 
tlieir Return to Lo/idon, they reported his Ma- 
jefty's Anfwer in the Houfe. Whereupon a 
Number of moderate Members, who, as Lud^ 
lovj fays, had fecured their own Terms with’ 
that Pi incc, managed with fo much Art, as to 
obiain a Majority, in a thin Houfe, for palling 
a Vote, tliat the King's Concejfions <vjere a Ground 
for a future Settlement. But the great Officers 
of the Army, joining with the difeontented 
Members, came to a Refolution of excluding 
all thofe who had confented to that Vote j which 
they executed in a militaiy Way. Ireton told 
I'c'fux the General, a rigid Pre/byterian^ of 
this Refoiutic-n ; who thereupon iifued his Or- 
ders foi- drawing out the Army the next Morn- 
ing. and placing Guards in JVeJlminfler-Hallj 
the C'curt of Requejisy and the Lobby j wdio, in 
Obc.dience to the General, in ConjunfHon with 
tliofe Men^bers who had oppofed the Vote, 
vovild let no Member enter the Houfe, except 
thole of their own Party. Upon which, the 
Quedion for bringing the King to Juftice, was 
mediately put iind carried, without Oppofv- 
that T can find. Then, an Order \vas 
mIc for his Trial ; the Time and Place ap- 
pi inled \ tlie Judges named 3 of whom iv 7 />- 
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fax himfelf was one ; although by the Advice, 
or Threats of his Wife, he declined fitting 
among, them. Howet'er, by frefh Ordeis un- 
der his own Hand, whidi I have feen in Print, 
he appointed Guards to attend the Judges at 
the Trial, and to keep the City in C^let ; 
as he did likewife to prevent any Op voli- 
tion from the People, upon the Day of Exe- 
cution. 

From what I have already .deduced, it ap- 
pears manifelf, that the Dllferences between 
thofe two Seels, Prejlyta'ian and IndL'p'riirf’ty 
did not then amount to half fo much as • hat .. 
there is between a IVhig and ^fory preient 
among \is. The Defign of utterly extirpating 
Monarchy and Eplfcopacy, was equally tlie 
fame in both ; evidently the ConKH|uence of » 
the very fame Principles, upon whicli the 
Prejhyterians alone began, continued, and 
would have ended In the fame invents j If to- 
wards the Conclufion they l;ax! not been beard- 
ed by that new Party, with whom diey covdd 
not agree about dividing the Spoil. However, 
they held a good Shaieof Civil and Military • 
Employments during tHc v/hole '3'imc of the 
Ulurpation j whofe Names, and AfHons, and 
Preferments, arc frequent in the Accounts of 
thofe Times. For, I make no Doubt, ih.it 
all the pmdent Prrfvjterians complied in pro- 
per Seafons, falling in with f^hc Sticam ; and 
thereby ^ot that Share in Employments, which 
many of them held to the Relloration ; and, 
perhaps, too many of them after. In the

Kime manner, we fold our wifeft Tories, in 
both Kingdoms, upon the Change of Hands 
and Meaiures at the Queen’s Death, have en- 
deavoured for feveral Years, by due Compli- 
ances, to recover the Time they Had loft by a 
temporal y Obftlnacy j wherein they have well 
Ihccecded, according to their Degrees of Me- 
rit. Of whofe Names I could here make ho- 
nourable mention, if I did not fear it might 
offend their Modefty. As to what is alledged, 
that fome of the Preflyterians declared openly 
againft the King’s Murder j I allow it to be 
true'. But, from what Motives ? No other 
can pofiibly be aftigned than perfect Spight, 
Rage, 'and Envy, to fmd themfelves wormed 
out of all Power, by a new Infant Spawn of 
Jndepemlerits, fpnmg from their own Bowels, 
It is true, the Differences in religious Tenets 
between til cm, are very few and trifling; the 
chief Quarrel, as far as I remember, relating 
to Congregational and National Affemblies. 
But, wherever Interell or Power think fit to 
interfere,' it little imports what Principles the 
cppofite Parties think fit to charge upon each 
other : For, we fee, at this Day, that the To- 
ries are more hated by the whole Set of zealous 
Whigs, than the very themfelves ; and, 

in TCfte>5V, as much unqualified foi‘ the fmalleft 
Office ; Although both thefe Parties affeit 
tiicmfelvdis to be of the fame Religion, in all 
its Branches of Doihine and Difcipline ; and 
]M <)tcl's the fame I.oyalty to the fame Protejlmit 
King, and his Heirs. 

If 
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• If the Reader would know what became of 
this Independent Party, upon whom all th.e 
Mifchief is charged by their Frejhyterian Brc- , 
thren, he may pleafe to obferve, that, during 
tlie whole Ufurpation, they contended by De- 
grees with their Parent Sect, and, I have 
already faid, fliared in Employments} and 
gradually, after the Reftoration, mingled with 
the Mai's of Prejlyterians.-, lying ever fince 
undiftinguilhed in the Herd of Dijjenters. 

Frejlyterian Merit is of as little Weight, 
when they alledge themfelves inftiTimentai to- 
wards the King’s Reftoration. The King- 
dom grew tired with thofe ridiculous Models 
of Government : Firft, by a Houfe of Lords 
and Commons, without a King ; then with- 
out Bifhops } afterwards by a Rump, and Lords 
Temporal } then by a Rump alone } next, by 
a lingle Perfon for Life, in Conjunftion with 
a Council } by Agitators } by Major-Gene- 
rals j by a new kind of Reprefentatives from 
the three Kingdoms} by the Keepers of the 
Liberties of England } with other Schemes that 
have dipt out of my Memory. Cromn^vell was 
dead } his Son Riclmrdi a weak, ignorant 
Wretch, who gave up his Monarchy much in 
the fame Manner with the two ufurping Kings 
of Brentford \ the People harafled with Taxes, 
and other Opprellions. The King’s Party, 
then called the Cavaliers, began to recover 
their Spirits. The few Nobility Icattered 
through, the Kingdom, who lived in a mod 
retired Mann«r, obferving the Confufion of 
< L 3 . Thing', 
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Things, could no longer endure to be ridden 
by Bakers, Coblers, Brewers, and the like, at 
the Head of Armies, and plundering every 
where, like French Dragoons. The Rump 
Aflembly grew defpicable to thofe who had 
railed th*m. The City of London, exhaufted 
by almoft twenty Years contributing to their 
©wn Ruin, declared againft them. The Rump, 
after many Deaths and Reliineftions, was, in 
tire moll contemptuous Manner, kicked out, 
and burnt in Eliigy. The excluded Members 
were let in ; a Irce Parliament called in as 
legal a Manner as the Times would allow j 
and the King rdlored. 

The fecond CMaim of Prejhyterian Merit is 
founded upon tlieir Services againft the dan- 
gerous Ddigns of King James the Second } 
while that Prince was ufing all his Endeavours 
to introduce Popery, which he openly profefi'ed 
upon his coming to the Crown : To this they 
-add, their eminent Services at the Revolution, 
under the Prince of Orange. 

^ Now, the Slucmium oi \Frejlyterian Met it, 
during the four Years Reign of that weak, 
bigotred, and ill-advilal Prince, as well as at 
the Time of the Revolution, will eafily be 
computed, by a Recourie to a great Number 
-of Hilloriep, Pamphlets, and piiblick Papers, 
printed in thoi'c T imes, and fome afterwards ; 
befides the Verbal 'Peftimonies of many Per- 
f ons vet alive, who are old enouo’h to have 
known and obi'erved the Dijfenters Conduct in 
that critical Period. 

It 
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It is agreed, that upon King Charles the Se- 
cond’s Death, foon after his SuccefTor had pub- 
lickly owned himfelf a Roman Catholicks he be- 
gan with liis firrt Carefles to the Church Party j 
from whom having received very cold, discou- 
raging Anfwers, he applied to the Prejhj terian 
Leaders and Teachers ; being advifed' by his 
Priefts and P§pi/b Courtiers, that the faf'eft Me- 
thod towards introducing his own Religion, 
would be by taking off the Sacramental 'Tejl, 
and giving a full Liberty of Confcience to all 
Religions (I fuppofe that profeffed Chriftiani- 
ty.) It feems, that the Prtfhyterians, in the 
latter Years of King Charles the Second, upon 
Account of certain Plots (allowed by Bifhop 
Burnet to be genuine) had been, for a fhort 
Time, forbid to hold their Conventicles. 
-Whereupon, thefe charitable Chrijfians, out of 
perfeft Relentment againff the Church, re- 
'ceived the gracious Offers of King James with 
the fti'ongelt Profeflions of Loyalty, and high- 
eft Acknowledgments for his Favour. - 1 have 
feen feveral of their Addreffes, full of Tliaitks 
and Praifes, with bitter Infinuations of what 
they had fuffered j putting themfelves and the 
Papijls upon the fame Foot, as Fellow-Sufferers 
for Confcience; and with -the Style of Our 
Brethren the Roman CathoUcks. About this 
Time began the Proje6l of Chfeiing, (which 
hath fince been praftifed many times with 
more Ait and Siiccefs) where the principal 
Gentlemen of the* Kingdom were privately ca- 
techifed by His Majeft}’, to know whether, if 

a new 
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a new Parliament were called, they would 
agree to pal’s an Aft for repealing the Sacra- 
Tuental Teji, and eftablilhing a general Libeity 
of Confcience. But he received lb little En- 
couragement, that, defpairing of Succcl's, he 
had Recourl'e to his difpenfing Power, which 
the Judges had determined to be Part of his 
Prerogative. By Colour of this Determina- 
* tion, he preferred feveral, PreJbyt^rianSy and 
map \PapiJisy to Civil and Military Employ- 
ments. While the King was thus buhed, it 
is well known thatMonlieur Fagelyth^ Dutch 
Envoy in London, delivered the Opinion of the 
Prince and Princefs of Orange, concerning the 
Repeal of the Tefl ; whereof the King had lent 
an Account to their Highnelfes, to know how 
far they approved of it. The Subftance of, 
their Anfwer, as reported by Fagel, was this, 
Tlmt their Fllghnejfes thought very nveU of a 
Liberty of Confcience ; but by no means of giving 
Employments to any other Perfons than thofe vobo 
vjtre of the National Church, This Opinion 
vyas confirmed by feveral Reafons : I cannot 
be more particular, not having the Paper by 
me, although it had been printed in many Ac- 
counts of thofe Times. And thus much every 
moderate Churchman would perhaps fubmit 
to : But to truft any Part of the Civil Power 
in the Hands of thofe, whofe Intereft, Incli- 
nation, Confcience, and former. Praftices have 
been wholly turned to introduce a different 
Syllem of Religion and Government, hatli 
veiy few Examples in any Chriftian State j nor 

any 
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any at all in Holland the great Patronefs of 
univcrfal Toleration. 

Upon the firft Intelligence King James x^- 
ceivecl of an intended Invafion by the Prince of 
Orange, among great Numbers of Papifts, to ^ 
increafe his Troops, he gave Commillion to 
fcveral Prejhjterians j fome of whom had been 
Officers under the Rwiip j and particularly he 
placed one Richards, a noted Prejhyterian, at • 
the Head of a Regiment, who had been Go- 
vernor of Wexford in Crowot-f// 'sTime, and is 
often mentioned by Ludltrw in his Memoiri. 
This Regiment, was raifed in England againft 
the Prince of Orange : The Colonel made his 
Son a Captain, whom I knew, and was as zea- 
lous a Prejhyterian as his Father. However, at 
the Time of the Prince’s Landing, the Father, " 
eafily fordbeing how Things would go, went 
over, like many others, to the Prince, who con- 
tinued him in his Regiment; but coming over 
a Year or two after, to aflift in raifincr the Sieec 
of Derry, he behaved himfelf fo like either a 
Coward or a Traj^or, that his Regiment was 
taken from him. 

I will now confider the Conduft of the 
Church Party during tlie whole Reign of that 
unfortunate King. They were fo unanimous 
againft promifing to pafs an Ad: for repealing 
the Telf, and eftabiifhing a general Liberty of 
Confcience, that the King dnrft iK)t truft a 
Parliament ; but, encouraged by the Pro- 
feffions of Loyalty given him by his Pref~ 

byterian 
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byterian Friends, went on with his difpenfing [I 
Power. E 

The Church Clergy at that Time are allow- | 
ed to have written the beft Collcftion of Tra6h E 
againft Popety that ever appeared in Englmid j tl 
which are to this Day in the higheft Elleem. I 
But, upon the ftriftell En^iry, I could never J 
hear of above one or two Papers publi/hed by 
• the Prejlyterians at that Time upon the fame ' 
Subjedl. Seven great Prelates (he of Canter- 
bury Vimoug the reft) were fent to the Tower, 
for prefenting a Petition, wherein they deftred 
to be excufed in not obeying an illegal Com- 
mand from the King. The Biftiop of London ^ 
Dr. Compton^ was fummoned to anfwer before 
the Commiftioners for Ecclefiaftical Affairs, for 
not fufpending Dr. Sharp (afterwards Arch- 
biftiop of York) by the King’s Command. If 
the Prejhytertam exprefled the fame Zeal upon 
any Occafion, the Inftanccs of it are not, as I 
can find, left upon Record, or tranfmitted by 
Tradition. The'Proceedings againft Magda- 
len College in Oxfordy for refufmg to comply 
with the King's Mandate for admitting a pro- 
fefled Papift upon their Foundation, ai*e a 
ft inding Proof of the Courage and Firmnefs 
in Religion fhewn by that learned Society, to 
the Rum of their Fortunes. The Prejlyte- 
rians know very well, that I could produce 
many more Inftances of the fame Kind. But 
thefe are enough in fo fhort a Paper as I intend 
at prefent. 

It 
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It is indeed very true, that, after King WiL 
liam was fettled on the EngUJh Throne, the 
Prejhyteria 7 is began to appear, and offer their 
Credentials, and deinand Favour : And, the 
new King having been originally bred a.C«/- 
'n^inijly was defirous enough to make them eafy 
(if that would do it) by a legal Toleration 5 
although in his Heart he never bore much Af- 
fe^ion to that Seft ; nor defigned to favour 
them further than as it ftood with the prefent 
Scheme of Politicks ; as I have long fmee been 
alTured by the greateft Men of Whig Prin- 
ciples at that Time in England. 

It is likewife true, nor will it be denied, 
that when the King was poffcffed of the Eng~ 
lijh Crown, and the Remainder of the Quarrel 
was left to be decided in this Kingdom ; the 
Frejliy ter tans wifely chofe to join with the 
Protejiant Army, rather than with that of 
'KAngJames their old Friend, whole Affairs 
were then in a manner defperate. They 
were wife enough to know, that this Kingdom 
divided againff itfelf, could never prevail ' 
againft the united Power of Eftgland. -They 
fought aris focisy for thcirE dates and Re- 
ligion ; which latter will never fuffer fomuch 
from the Church of England y as by that of 
Rome ; where they are counted Heieticks as 
well us we : And confequently they have no 
other Game to play. But, what Merit they 
cun build upon having joined with Protejiant 
Army, under a King they acknowdedged, to 
defend tl\eit own Liberlies 'and Properties 
* againff 
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againft ^ Popi/h Eftcmy under an abdicate^^ 
King ; is, 1 confel's, to me abfolutely incon" 
ceivable ; and, I believe, will equally be fo for 
ever to any rcafonable Man. 

When thefe Seflaries were, feveral Years 
ago, making the fame Attempt for abolifhing' 
the Teft, many grcundlefs Reports were in- 
dufti'ioully and feafonably Ipread of an Invafion 
' threatened bv the Pretender, on the North of 

y * 

Ireland. At which Time the Prejh^terians in 
tlieir Pamphlets aligned in a menacing Man- 
ner, tliat if tlic Pretender (liould invade thofe 
Parts of the Kingdom where the Numbers and 
Eftates of the Dificnters chiefly lay j they 
would fit ftill, and let us fght our oxvn Battles j 
fince they were to reap no Advantage, which 
ever Side fliould be Victors. If this were the 
Conrfe they intended to take in fuch a Cafe, I 
defuc to know, how they could contrive fafe- - 
ly to Hand Neuters, otherwife than by aCom- 
paft with the Preietider and his Army, to fup- 
poit their Neutrality, and protefl them againft 
the Forces of the Crown ? This is a necefl'ary 
Suppofjtlon } becaufe they muft elfe have in- 
evitably have been a Prey to both. However, 
by this fmnk Declaration, they fulRciently 
lliewed their good Will ; and confirmeti the 
common Charge laid at their Door 5 that a 
Scotijh or Northern Prejhyterian hates ourEpif- 
copal eftablifhed Church, more than Popery 
jtlelf. And the Reaibn for this Hatred is na- 
tural enough j becaufe it is 'the Church alone,

tl>at ftinds in the Way between them and 
Powei i which Popery doth not. 

Ujpou this Occafion I am in Tome doubt, 
whftlier the political Spreadeis cl thole clilme- 
Trcai Invafions, made a judicious Cltoice iu 
fixing the Northern Parts ol Ireland lor the ro- 
in.intick. Enteyprize. Nor can I well under- 
Hand t!ie Wifdom of the Pre.jhyterians in coun- 
tenancing and confirming thofe Reports j bc- 
iHufi., it feenis to caft a moft infamous Reflec- 
tion upen the Imyalty and religious Principles 
oi their x-.h-die Body : For, if there had been 
any T.-nth in the Maitcrj the Ccnfequcnce 
mud h.ive been allowed, that the Pretender 
counted uv.cm more Aiinlani e Irom his Father’s 
Friends iiie Prtjhyterians, by chubng to land 
in tliofc veiy. Parts, where their Number, 
Wealth, and Power molt prevailed ; rather 
than among thofe of his own Religion. And 
therefore, in Charity to this Soil, I rather in- 
cline to believe, that thofe Reports of an Inva- 
fion were formed and fpi ead by the Race of 
linail .Politicians, in order to do a fcaibnablc 
Jobb. 

As io Popery in general, which for a thou- 
fand Y cars part hath been introducing and 
multiplying Corruptions both in Do6lrIne and 
Difcipline ; I look upon It to be the moft ab- 
furd Syftcm of Chriftianity proit.fltd by any 
Nation. But I cannot apprehend this King- 
dom to be in much Danger from it. The 
Eftates of Papifts are very lew j cnimbling in- 
to fmall Parcels, and dally diimnilhing i their 
Voi.XlI. M com- 
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common People are limk: in Poverty, Igno- 
rance, and Cowardice ; and of as little Confe- 
quence as Women and Children. Their No- 
bility and Gentry are at leaft one half ruined,' 
banilhed, or converted : They Ml foimdlyfeel 
the Smart of what tliey luflered in tlie laft Irijb 
War : Some of them are already retired into 
foreign Countries ; others, as I am told, in- 
tend to follow them j and the reft, I believe, 
to a Man, who Itill poflefs any Lands, are 
abfolutely determined- never to hazard 
them again, -for the Sake of eftabiidiing 
their Siiperftition. If it hath been thought fit, 
as fome obferve, to abate of the Law’s Rigour 
againft Popery in this Kingdom, I am conn- 
.dent it was done for veiy wife Reasons, conii- 
dering the Situation of Affairs Abroad at dif- 
ferent Times, and the Intereft of the Prctejlufd 
Religion in general. And, as I do net find 
the leall Fault in this Proceeding; fo I do not 
conceive why a funk dil'carc'e.l Party, who 
neither expert nor defxre any thing more than 
a quiet Life, fliould, under the Nantes of 
High flyers, Jacobites, and many other vile 
Appellations, be charged fo often in Print, 
and at common Tables, with endeavouring, to 
introduce Popery and the Pretender j while 
the abhor them above all other Men, 

on Account of Severities again ll their Pricifs 
in Her late Majefty’s Reign ; when tbs ntr-xu 
dijbanded reprobate Party was in Power. This 
I was convinced of foine Years ago by a longj’ 
Journey into the Southern Parts ; where I had 
the Cuiiofity to fend for many Priefts of the 

Parifhes 
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Parr(hc5 IpafTed through, and, to my great Sa- 
tisfafVion found them every where abounding in 
ProfelTions of Loyalty to the late King George j 
for which they gave me the Reafons above- 
mentioned ; at the lame Time complaining bit- 
terly of the Hard (hips they iuffcfed under the 
Queen’s lafi MU:iJhy. 

I return Irom this Digreffion to the modeil 
Demands of the Prejlyterimis for a Repeal of 
the Sacramental as a Reward for their 

Merits at the Reftoraiion, and tlie Reifolution ; 
which Merits I have fairly reprefented as well 
as ray Mcmoi'y would allow me. If I have 
committed any Miftakes, they mull be of little 
Moment. The FaiSls and principal Circum- 
llanijcs are what 1 have obtained and digefted 
from rcadingthe Hiftories ol thole Times, writ- 
ten by each Party ; and many Thoul'ands have 
done the fame as well as I, who I am fin e have 
i« their Minds drawn the fame Conclulions. 

This is the Faclion, and tlicfe the Men, who 
arc now refuming their Applications, and giving 
in their Bills of Merit to both Kingdoms upon 
two Points, which, of all others, they have the 
Jca/l Pretentions to odVr. I have colleclcd the 
Fa<5ls with all poflible Impartiality, from the 
tunent Hillories of thole Times; and have 
Ihewn, although very briefly, the gradual Pro- 
coetiings ot thole Sc^laries under the Denomi- 
rations ol' Puritans, Prefoyterians, and luciepen- 
denU, for about the Space of an hundi cd and 
eighty Years, licm the Beginning of Queen 
M z • E.h%abeih, 
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Elizabeth^ to th is prefent Time . But, notwjtli- 
ftanding; all that can be laid, thele vcia- Sebif- 
maticks, (lor fuch they are in'Teinporals, as 
well as Spirituals) aie uow again CNpeftIng, ib- 
liciting, and demanding (not without inlimia- 
ted Tlireats, according to their CuRom) that 
the ParHanient ihould fix them upon an Eqtial 
Foot with the Church Eftabliflied. I would fain 
know to what Branch of the Lcgiflaiure they 
can have the Forehead to apply. Not to iny 
Lords the Bifhops ; who mull: have often read, 
how the Predecclfors of this very Fa61ion, aft- 
ing upon the lame Principles, drove the whole 
Bench out of the Houle ; who were then, and 
hitherto continue one of the thr^e EHates : Not 
to the Temporal Peers, the Ibcond of the three 
Ertates, who immediately after thole Rebellious 
Fanaticks had murdered their King, voted a 
Houle of Lords to be ulclcfs and dancrerous, 
and w^ould let them fit no longer, othervsnle 
than when eleiled as Commoners : Not to the 
Houle of Commons ; who mull have heard, 
that in thole Fanntlck Times the P^rJtyteri/jfs 
and hidtp'^riJent Commanders in the ArmT> by 
military Power, expellcd.all the moderate 
out of the Houfe, and left a Rump to govern the 
Nation : Lallly, not to the Crown ; which diole 
very Soiuts deltlned to rule the Earthy trampled 
tinder tlieir Feet, and then in cold Blood mur- 
dered the bleffeci Wearer. 

But, the Sellion now approaching, and vk 
Clan of DilTenti ng Teachers come up loXo'-'- u 

from 
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frotn their Northern Quai tcr?, accompa- 
nied !)v manv' o! their Elders and Affenrs, and 
fnpporied by a general Contribution, to Iblicit 
their Kllahlithifient, with a Capacity pf holding 
all Military as well as Civil Employments j I 
think it high Time that this Paper fhouM fee 
the Litrht. However, I cannot conclude with- 
out freely confelTing, that if the Prtifhyterians 
■ fhould obtain their Ends, I could not he fony 
to find them mifaken in the Point which they 
have mof at Heart, by the Repeal of the TfJ } ; 
1 mean the Benefit of Employments. For, af- 
ter all, what Alfurance can a Scotijh Northern 
Dilfen ter, born on Ground, have, that he

*T RU E SCOT born beyond the T'^vecd. 

1 am ready enough to- believe that all that I 
' havefaid will avaii but little- I have the com- 
mon.

1 am at a Lofs to know what Arts tlie PreP-

Habits, Dilliu6lions, and Superiorities, as Rags 
of Papery \ in order to a thoroygb Refcrrmation ;

Paul, ‘That the nvbole Kingdom ^jjere as they are. 
Tut, what Alfurance will they pleafe to give, 
thatwhen their Se(Slfliall become the National 
Eltablilhed Worfliip, they will treat Us Dis- 
senters as we have tjeated them ? Was this 
their Courfe of Proceeding during the Dominion 
of the Saints ? Were not all the Remainders of 
thcEpUcopal Church, in thofe Days,elpecially 
the Clergy, under Perfecution for above a do- 
zen Years, equal to that of the Primitive Chri- 
ilians under Heathen Emperors ? That this 
Proceeding was lliitable to their Principles, is 
known enough ; for many of their Preachers

As to their great Obje6llon, of proftituting 
that holy Inftitution, the blcfled Sacrament, by 
Way of a Tell, before Admittance into any 
Employment j I alk whether they would not 1 :^ 
content to receive it after their oiv/! Maftfier, 
for the Othce of a Judge, for that of a Com- 
miflioner in the Revenue, for a Regiment of 
Horfe, or to be a Loi d Juftice.

And, 
therefore, fince they look, upon our Pra6Hcc in 
receiving the Elements to he idolatrous, they 
neither can, nor ought in Confcience, to allow 
MS that Li!)erty otherwile than by Connivance ; 
and a bare Toleration, like what is pennitted to 
the Papifs, But left n.ve Jhould offend t.hefKj I 
am ready to change this Teft for another ; al'- 
thongh, I am afraid that faniflified Reafon is, 
bync) Means, the Point where the Difliculty 
pinches ; and is only offered by pretended 
Churchmen, as if they could be content with 
our believing, ^ that the Impiety and Profa- 
nation cf making the Sacrament a Teft, were 
the only Ob]c»‘'lion. I therefore propofc, that 
beh>re the prefent Law he repealed, another may 
be ena^ed ; that 110 Man fhall receive any Em-

pTo 5 'ment, before he fwears hlmfelf to be a tnie 
Member of the Church of Ireland^ in Doftrine 
and Difcip line, ^i3V. And, that he will nevei* 
frequent, orcoiniminicate with any other Form 
ot VVorfliip, It fliall likewife be further enact- 
ed, that whoever offends, (hall be fined five 
hundred Pounds, impril'oned for a Year and a 
I>ay, and rendered incapable of all publick 
Trull for ever. Otherwife, I do infill, that 
thole pious, indulgent, external Prolelfors of 
our National Religion, ftiall either give up that 
fallacious hypocritical Realbn for taking off the 
Tell, or freely conf efs, that they defire to have 
a Gate wide open for every Seel, without any 
Teft at all, except that of fvvearing Loyalty to 
the King : Which, however, confidering their 
Principles with regard to Monarchy yet un- 
renounced, might, if theynvould pleafe 'to look 
deep enoiigli into their own Hearts, prove a 
more bitter Tell, than any other that tlie Llw 
Lath yet invented. 

For, from the fu ft Time that thefe Seflaries 
appeared in the World, it hath been always 
found, by their whole Proceedings, that they 
profefl'edan utter Hatred to kingly Government. 
I can recollcft, at prefent, three Civil Ellablilh^ 
men ts, where and Ibme other Reform- 

ers who reje£led Epifeopney^ pollels the fupreme 
Power; and, thefe are all Republicks ; I mean, 
Holland^ Geneva i and the reformed Snjuifs 
Cantons. I do not fay this in Diminution, or 
Dilgrace to Conunonwealtlis j wherein, I con- 
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fds, I have altered raany Opinions, under whidk 
I was educated, having been led by fome Ob- 
fcrvation , long Experience, and a thorough De* 
teftation for the Comiptions of Mankind ; In- 
fomuch,that I am now Juftly liable to theCen- 
f\iVQ oi Hobbes y who complains, that the Youth 
of England imbibe ill Opinions, from read- 
ing the Hiftories of ancient Greece and Rome^ 
thoie renowned Scenes of Liberty and every 
Virtue. 

But, as to Monarchs, who inufl be fuppofii^ 
well to Ihidy and underftahd their own Inte- 
relt i they will belt confider, whether thofe 
People, who in all theii- Aftions, Preachings, 
and Writings, have openly declared them- 
f elves againil Regal Power, are 'to be falely 
placed in an equal Degree of Favour anil Tiaift 
with thofe, who havff been always found the 
true and only Friends to^the EngliJbEQeahY\iii~ 
ment. From which Conlideration, I could 
have added one more Article to my new Teft, 
if I had thought it worlli my Time. 

I have been afl'ured by Ibme Perfons who 
were prel'ent, that ieveral of thefe DifTchting 
Teachers, upon their firft Arrival hidier to 
folicit the Repeal of the Teft, were plcafed to 
exprefs their Gratitude, by publickly drink- 
ing the Healths of certain eminent Patrons, 
. whom they pretend to have found among us. 
‘ If this be true, and that the Teft muft be de- 
livered up by the very Superiors appointed io de-

End. 
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£nd. What fecret Reafons thoi'e Patrons may 
httve ^ven f or fiich a Return of brotherly Love, 
I fiiali not enquire: For, O my Soul, come not 
thczi into their Secret,^ unto their Aflemblyy 
mine Honour, be not thou united.

TREATISE. 


A S my Life hath been chiefly fpent in 
conllilting the Hpnour and Welfare of 
my Country for more than forty Yeais paft, 
not without anfwerable Succefs, if the World 
and my Friends have not flattered me j fo there 
is no Point wherein I have fo much laboured, 
as that of improving and pollftiing all Parts of 
Converfation between Perfons of Quality, whe- 
ther they meet by Accident or Invitation, at 
Meals, Tea, or Vifits, Mornings, Noons, or 
Evenings. 

I have pafleJ, perhaps, more Time than any 
other Man of my Age arid Country in Vifits 
and Aflemblies, where |;he polite Perfons of 
both Sexes diftinguifli themfelvesj and could 

N a not. 
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not, without much Grief, obferve how fre- 
quently both Gentlemen anti Ladies are at a 
Lofs for Quertions, Anfwers, Replies, and 
Rejoinders. However, my Concern was much 
abated, when I found that thel’e Defeats were 
not occafioned by any Want of Materials, but 
' becaufe thofe Materials were not in every 
Hand : For Inftance, one Lady can give an 
Ani'ver better than alk a Q^eltion: One 

Gentleman is happy at a Reply j another ex- 
cels in a Rejoinder t One can revive a lan- 
guilhing Converfation by a fudden furprizing 
Sentence ; Another is more dextrous in fecon cl- 
ing ; a third can fill the Gap with laughing, 
or commending what has been faid : Thus 
frefii Hints may be ftarted, and the Bali of 
Difcoiirfe kept «p. 

But alas ! this is too feldoin the Cafe, even 
in the moft fele6l Companies. How often do 
we fee at Court, at publick ViSting Days, at 
great Men’s Levees, and other Places of ge- 
neral Meeting, that the Converfation falls and- 
drops to nothing, like a Fire without Supply 
of Fuel. This is what we ought to lament, 
and againft this dangerous Evil I take upon 
me to affirm, that I have, in the following Pa- 
pers, provided an infallible Remedy . 

It was in the Year 1695, and the Sixth of 
his late Majefty King William the Third, 

. of ever glorious and immortal Memory, who 
refcued three Kingdoms from Popery and 
Slavery, when, being about the Age of Six- 
and- thirty, my Judgment mature, of good 

Repub 
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Reputation in the World, and well acquaint- 
ed with the beft Families in Town, I deter*^ 
mined to fpend Five Mornings, to dine four 
Times, pafs Three Afternoons, and Six 
Evenings every Week, in the Hoiifes of the 
raoft polite Families, of which I would con- 
fine myfelf to' Fifty } only changing as the 
Mafters or Ladies died, or left the Town, or 
grew out of Vogue, or funk in their Fortunes 
(which to me was of the higheft moment) or 
become difaffefted to the Government ; which 
Pra^licc I have followed ever fmee to this very 
Day ; except when ! happened to be fick, or 
in the Spleen upon cloudy Weather ; and ex- 
cept when I ei\^crtained four of each Sex at my 
own Lodgings once a Month, by way of Re- 
taliation.

tel,they will objeft, that I have inferted many 
Anfwers and Replies which are neither witty, 
liumorous, polite, nor authentic ; and have 
omitted others that would have been highly 
ufeful, as well as entertalnino. But let them 
come to Particulars, and I will Loldly engage 
to confute their Malice. 

For thefe lull Six or Seven Years I have not 
been able to add above Nine valuable Sen- 
tences to enrich my Colleblion : From whence 
1 conclude, tliat what remains will amount 
only to aTiirie. How'ever, if after the Pub- 
lication of this Work, any Lady or Gentleman, 
when they have read it, fiiall find the lead: 
thing of Importance omitted,! defire they would 
pleafe to fupply my Dcfebls, by communicat- 
ing 10 me their Dilcoveries j and their Letters 
inav be direbled to Simon Wagstaff, Efq j 
at his Lodgings next Door to the Gloucejier- 
Head In St. James-Street, (they paying the 
Foliage. ) In Return of which Favour, I 
fiiall make honourable Mention of their Names 
in a fiiort Preface to the Second Ediuon.

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Tn the mean time, I cannot but with fome 
J^ride, and much Pleafure, congratulate with 
my dear Country, which hath outdone all the 
Nations of Euro^ey in advancing the whole 
Art of Converfation to tlie greateft Height it 
is capable of reaching j and therefore, being 
intirely convinced, that the Colle6Hon I now 
offer to the Publick is full and complete, I may 
at the fame time boldly affirm, that the whole 
Genius, Humour, Politenefs, and Eloquence 
of England are fummed up in it : Nor is the 
Treafure final), wherein arc to be found at 
leaft a Thoufand fliining Qiicftions, Anfwers, 
Repartees, Replies, and Rejoinders, fitted to 
adorn eveiy kind of Difeourfe that an AlTem- 
blee of Englijb Ladies and Gentlemen, met 
together for their mutual Entertainment, can 
poffibly want j efpecially, when the feveral 
Flowers ftiall be let off, and Improved by the 
Speakers, with every Clrcumflance of Preface 
and Circumlocution, in proper Terms ; and 
attended with Praife, Laughter, or Admira- 
tion. 

There- is a natural. Involuntary Diftortion of 
the Mufcles, which is the anatomical Caufe of 
Laughter ; but there is another Caufe of Laugh- 
ter which Decency rev'^uires, and is tlie '^un- 
doubted Mark of a good Tafte, as w-ell as of 
a polite obliging Behaviour ; neither is this to 
be acquired without much Ohlbrvation, long 
Praclice, and a found Judgment ; I did there- 
fore once intend, for the Eafe of tlie Learner, 
to let down in all Parts of the following Dia- 
logues, 
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logifcs, certain Marks, Afterilks, or Notahene s 
(^\n EngUjJjy Mark-^'cUs) alter inoft Qi^eftions,* 
and every Reply or Anfwcr ; direfting exaflly 
the Moment when one, two, or. all the Com- 
pany are to laugh : But having duly confjdered, 
that the Expedient would too much enlarge the 
Bulk of the Volume, and confequently tlic 
Price j and likewife that fomething ought to 
he left for ingenious Readers to find out, I 
have determined to leave that whole Affair, al- 
though of great Importance, to their own Dif- 
cretion. 

The Readers muft learn hy all means to di- 
ftiriguifh between Proverbs and thofe polite 
Speeches which beautify Converfation : For, as 
to the former, I utterly rcjc6l them out of all 
ingenious Difeourfe. I acknowledge, indeed, 
that there may poflibly be found in this Trea- 
tife a few Sayings, among fo great a Number 
of fmart Turns of Wit and Humour, as I 
have produced, which have a proverbial Air : 
However, I hope, it will be confidered, that 
even thefe were not originally Proverbs, but 
the genuine Produftions of fuperior Wits, to 
embcllifli and fupport Converfation j from 
Vv'hcnce, with great Impropriety, as well as 
Piagiarifm (if you will forgive a hard Word) 
they have mod injuriouflv been transferred into 
proverbial Maxims } and therefore in Juftice 
ought to be refumed out of vulgar Hands, to a- 
dorn the Drawing-rooms of Princes, both Male 
and Female, the Levees of great Miniders, as 
well as the Toilet and Tea-table of the Ladies.

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I can faithfully aflure the ReaJer, tiiat there 
is not one fingle witty Phrafe in this whole 
Colle6lion, which hath not received the Stamp 
and Approbation of at leall One Hundred 
Years, and how much longer it is hard to de- 
termine ; he may therefore be fecure to find 
tJiem all genuine, fterling, and authentic. 

But brfore this elaborate Treatife can be- 
come of univerfal Ule and Ornament to my 
native Country, T\\x> Points, that will require 
Time and much Application, are abfolutely 
neceflary. 

For, Tirjly whatever Perfon would afpire to 
be completely witty, fmart, humourous, and 
polite, muft by hard Labour be able to retain 
in his Memory every fingle Sentence contained 
in this Work, fo as never to be once at a Lois 
in applying the right Anfwers, Queftions, Re- 
partees, and the like, immediately, and with- 
out Study or Hefitation. 

And, Secondly^ after a Lady or Gentleman 
hath fo well overcome this Dilhculty, as never 
to be at a Lofs upon any Emergency , the true 
Management of every Feature, and almoll of 
every Limb, is equally neceflary ; without 
which an infinite Number of Abfurdities will 
inevitably enfue. For Inftance, there is hard- 
ly a polite Sentence in the following Dialogues, 
which doth not abfolutely require Ibine peculiar 
graceful Motion in the Eyes, or Nole, or 
Mouth, or Forehead, or Chin, orfuitable Tofs 
of the Head, with certain Offices affigned to 
each Hand j and in Ladies, the whole Exer- 
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cite of the Fan, fitted to the Energy of every 
Word they deliver i by no means omitting the 
various Turns and Cadence of the Voice, the 
Twiftlngs, and Movements, and different 
Poftures of the Body, the feveral Kinds and 
Gradations of Laughter, which the Ladies 
mutt daily praftife by the Looking-Glafs, 
and confult upon them with their Waiting- 
Maids. 

My Readers will foon obferve^what a great 
Compafs of real and ufeful Knowledge this 
Science includes ; wherein, although Nature, 
aflifted by a Genius, may be very inllnimental, 
yet a ftrong Memory, and conllant Applica- 
tion, together with Example and Precept, 
will be highly* ncceflary. For thefe Reafons I 
have often vvifhed, tliat certain Male and Fe- 
male Inttru6fors, perfeftly verfed in this Sci- 
ence, would fet up Schools for the Inftruftion 
of young Gentlemen and Ladies therein. 

I remember about thirty Y ears ago, there 
was a Bohefnian Woman, of that Species com- 
monly known by the Name of Gypfies,' who 
came over hither from France ^ and generally 
attended Isaac the Dancing-Mafter when he 
was teaching his Art to MifTes of Quality i 
and while the young Ladies were thus employ- 
ed, the Bohemian^ Handing at fome Diftance, 
but full in their Sight, a61:ed Irefore them all 
proper Airs, and Turnings of the Head, and 
Motions of the Hands, and TwiHings of the 
Body j whereof you may ftill obferve the good 
EflFe^s in feveral of our elder Ladies* 

After 
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After the fame manner, it were much to 
* defired, that-fome expert Gentlewomen gone to 
decay would fet up publick Schools, wherein 
young Girls of (^ality, or great Fortunes, 
migiit fiilf be taught to repeat this following 
Syltem of Converlation, which I have been at 
lb much Pains to compile ; and then to adapt 
eveiy Feature of their Countenances, eveiy 
Turn of their Hands, every Screwing of their 
Bodies, every Exercife of their Fans, to the 
Humour of the Sentences they hear or .deliver 
in Converfation. But above all, to inllruft 
them ia every Species and Degree of Laugh- 
ing in the proper Seafons at their own Wit, or 
tliat of the Company. And, if the Sons of 
the Nobility and Gentiy, inftead of being fent 
■ to common Schools, or put into the Hands of 
Tutors at Home, to learn nothing but Words, 
were configned to able Inftru 61 ors in the fame 
Art, I cannot find what Ufe there could be of 
Books, except in the Hands of thofe who arc 
to make Learning their Trade, which is be- 
low the Dignity of Perfons born to Titles or 
Eftates. 

It would be another infinite Advantage, that, 
by cultivating this Science, we Ihould wholly 
avoid the Vexation and Impertinence of Pe- 
dants, who affc6l to talk in a Language not to 
be underfiood ; and whenever a polite Perfon 
offers accidentally to ufe any of their Jargon 
Terms, have the Prefumption to laugh at Us 
for pronouncing thofe Words in a gcnteeler 
Manner. Whereas, I do here affirm, that, 

whenever 
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«^henever any fine Gentlenian' or Lady con- 
delcends to let a hard Word pai’s out of their* 
Mouths, every Syllable is fmoothed and po- 
lifhcd in the Paffage ; and it is a true Maik of 
Politenefs, both in Writing and Reading, to 
vary the Orthography as well as the Sound \ 
becaiife we are infinitely better Judges of what 
will pleafe a diftinguifhing Ear than thofe, who 
call themlelves Scholars^ can poflibly be } who, 
confequentiy, ought to correfl their Books, 
and Manner of pronouncing, by the Autho- 
rity of our Example, from whofe Lips they 
proceed with infinitely more Beauty and Signi- 
ficancy. 

But, in the meantime, until fo great, fb 
ufefu), and fo neceifary a Defign can be put in 
exeaition, (which, confidering the good Dlf- 
pofition of our Country at prefent, 1 fliall not 
delpair of living to fee) let me recemmend the 
following Treatife to be canied about,. as a 
Pocket-Compapion, by all Gentlemen and La- 
dies, when they are going to vifit, or dine, or 
drink Tea; or where they happen to pafs the 
Evening without Cards, (as I have fometimes 
known it to be the Cafe upon Difappointments 
or Accidents unforefeen) defu ing they would 
read their feveral Parts in their Chaivs or 
Coaches, to prepare themfelves for every kind 
of Converfation that can pofiibly happen. 

Although I have, in Juftice to my Country, 
allowed the Genius of our People to excel that 
of any qther Nation upon Earth, and have 
confirmed this Truth by an Argument not to 

be 
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be controuled. I mean, by producing fo great 
a Number of witty Sentences i*i the enliiing 
Dialogues, all of undoubted Autliority, as 
well as of our own Produftion ; yet, I mull 
confefs at the fame time, that we are wholly 
indebted for them to our- Anceftors i at Jeaf^ 
for as iong as my Memory reacheth, I do not 
recoDeft one new Phrafe of Importance to 
have been added j which Defeft in U s Mo* 
derns I take to have been occalloned by the In- 
trodu6lion of CanttWords in the Reign of 
King Charles the Second. And thof^ have 
lb often varied, that hardly one of them, of 
above a Year’s Handing, is now intelligible ; 
nor any where to be found, excepting- a fmall 
Number llrewed here and there in the C’S* 
medies and other fantaftick Writings of that 
Age. 

The Honourable Colonel James Graham, 
my old Friend and Companion, did likewile, 
towards the End of the lame Reign, invent a 
Set of Words and Phrafes, which continued 
'almott to the Time of his Death. But, as 
thofe Terms of Art were adapted only to 
Courts and Politicians, and extended little fur- 
ther than among his particular Acquaintance, 
fof whom I bad the Honour to be cue) they 
arc now aimoft forgotten. 

Nor did tire late D. of /?— — • and E. of 
f focceed much better, although they pro- 

ceeded no further than fmgle Weeds ; where- 
of, except Biigy BamboosUe^ one or two 
' more, tile whole Vocabulary is aiuiquated. 

VoL. Xir, O' Tht 
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The lame Fate hath already attended thoffe 
ctliei' Town Wits, who fuinilli ns with a great 
Variety of new Terms, which are annually 
'changed, and thofe of the lalt Sealbn funk in 
Ohli\^on. Of thefe I was once favoured with 
a complete Lilt by the Right Honourable the 
Lord and Lady H-—-, with which I made a 
confidcrablc Figure one Summer in the Coun- 
ti V ; but returning up to Town in Winter, and 
venturing to produce them again, 1 was partly 
hooted, and partly not underftood. 

The only Invention of late Years, which 
hath anv way eontributed towards Politenel's in 
I^il'coinlc, is that of abbreviating or reducing 
Words of many Syllables into one, by lopping 
the rdf.' This Refinement, having begtiu 
ahou't the Time of the Re^jclutiotiy I had feme 
Share in the Honour of promoting it, and I 
obici vc, to my great Satisfaftion, ' that it 
makes- dally Advancements, and I hope in 
Time will raife our Language to the utraoli 
PcrfeiSHon i although,*.! imift confefs, to avoid 
Obfcurity, I have been very fparing of this Or- 
nament in the following Dialogues. 

But, as for Phrales invented to cultivate 
Converfation, I defy all the Clubs of CofFee- 
Iiotffes in this Town to invent a new one equal 
in Wit, Humour, Smartnels, or Politenefs, to 
the vei7 worft of my Set 9 which clearly fhews, 
either that we are much degenerated, or that 
the whole Stock of Materials hath been already 
employed. I would willingly hope, as I do 
confidently believei the latter j becawfe, havr 

ing 
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i/ig forfev^eral Months ,rackecl my Invention to 
envich this Treai'ure (if polTibic) with Tome Ail- 
ditions of my own (which, however, Ihould 
have been jninte^l in a different Chara 6 Ier, that. 
I might not bechargeJ^with impofing upon the 
Publick) and having /hewn them to Ibme ' 
judicious Friends, they dealt very fincerely 
with me, all unaniraoully agreeing that mine 
were infinitely below the true old Helps to Dil- 
courfe, drawn up in my prefent Colk<flion, and ' 
confirmed their Opinion with Realbns, by 
whiclv I was perfedly convinced, as well as . 
afhamed of my great Pfefumption. . . 

Hut I lately met a much flronger Argument 
to confirm me in the fame Sentiments : For, as. 
the great Bifhop Buu.net of SrJijhi^ informs 
us in the Preface to his admirable l^ory of his 
o-iJun Times$il\va.t he intended to emjdoy hlrnfflf 
in polifliing Itcvery Day of his Life (and lodecd 
in its Kind it is almoft etpially polifhed with 
this Work of miue^ fo It hat'.i been my con- 
Itant Bufinels for Ibme Years pah to examine 
with the iitmoft Stiiclnef-^, whether I could pof- 
fibly find the frnallell Lapfe in Style or Pio- 
pyiely tiirough my whole Collfcilon, that, iit. 
Emulation with the Bifhop, I might lend.rt, 
abroad as tl;e moil finilhed Piece of the Age* “ 

It happened one Day as I was dlnitig in good 
Company oflwth Sexes, and watclung accord-, 
ing to inv Cullom, for new Materials wheic- 
with to fill my Pocket-Book, I fucceeded well ^ 
enough till aftci' Dinner, when the Ladies re-, 
tued to thcii I'ca, and left us over a Bottle oU 
. O a Wine, 
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Wine. But I found vxt were not able to fur- 
ililb any more Mj t rials, that were worth the 
Pains of tranferibing ; For, the Difeourfe of the 
Company was degenerated into fmart Sayings 
of their own Invention, and not of the true old 
Standard j fo that, in ab.'olutc Defpair,! with- 
drew, and went to the Ladies at their Tea. 
From whence I did then conclude, and ftill con- 
tinue to believe, either that Wine doth not in- 
fpire Politenefs, or that our Sex is not able to 
fuppoit it w'ithout the Company ofWomeh, 
who never fail to lead us into the right Way, 
and there to keep us. 

It much encreafeth the Value of thefc A- 
jJophthegrm, that unto* them we owe the Con- 
tinuance dSbur Language, for at leaft an hun- 
dred Years ; neither is this to be wondered at ; 
bccaufe, indeed, befides the Smarti^fs of the 
Wit, and Finenels of the Raillery, fuch is the 
Propriety and Energy of Expreflion in them all, 
that they never can be changed, but to Di fad- 
vantage, except in the Circumftance bf.ufing 
Abbreviations : which, however, I do not de- 
fpair, in due Time, to fee introduced, having, 
already met them at fome of the Choice Com- 
panies in Town. 

Altliough this Work be calculated for all 
Peifbns of Qiuility and Fortune of both Sexes 5 
yet the Reader may perceive, that my particu- 
lar View was to the Officers of the Army, 
the Gentlemen of the Inns of Court, and 
of Both the Universities} to all Cour- 
• Tl£K.s, Male and Female, but principally totho 

Maid^ 
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Ma IDS ot Honour, of whom 1 have been pev- 
fonally acquainted with two-anci-twenty Sets, 
all excelling in tills noble Endowment 5 till, lor 
fome Years pa ft, I know not how, they came to 
degenerate into felling of Bargains, and 
FR£E-Think:ing j not that I am againft ci- 
ther of thefe Entertainments at proper Seafons, 
in Compliance with Company, who may want 
a Tafte for more exalted Difeourfe, whofe Me- 
mories may be fttcit, who are too young to be 
peifeft in their Lefibns, or (although it be hard 
'to conceive) w'ho have no Inclination to read 
and learn my Inftructions. And beftdes, ther« 
is a ftrong Temptation for Court-Ladies to 
fall Into the two Amufements above mentioned, 
that tlicy may avoid theCenfure of affc6l:ing Sin- 
gularity, againft: the general Current and Fa- 
iluon of all about them ; But, however, no 
Man will pretend to affirm, that either Bar- 
gains or Blasphemy, which are the principrl 
Ornaments of Free-Thinking, are fo good a 
Fund of polite Difeourfe, as what is to be met 
in my Collc( 5 iion. For, as to Bargains, few 
of them feem to be excellent in their kind, and 
have not m\ich Variety, becaufe they ail termi- 
nate in one ftngle Point j fmd to multiply them, 

^ would require more Invention tlian People have 
to Ipime. And, as to Blasphemy or Free- 
Thinking, 1 have known fome fcrupulous 
Pcrlbns of both Sexes, w^ho by a‘*prejndiced 
.Education, are afraid of Sprights. I muft, 
hu.vcvcr, except the hrlAlDs of Honour, who 
.. . ' O V • " hare 

. ' • * 
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have been fully convinced, by a famous Court- 
Chaplain, that there is no fuch Place as Hell. 

I cannot, indeed, controvert the Lawfulnefs 
cf Free-Thinking, becaufe it liath been uni- 
fally allowed, that Thought is free. But, how- 
ever, although it may afford a largeTield of 
Matter, yet, in my poor Opinion, it feems to 
contain very little of Wit or Humour } becaufe 
it hath not been ancient enough among us to 
fiirnl/h eftabll/hed authenticlc Expremons, I 
mean, fuch as muff receive a Sanftion from the; 

f iolite World, before their Authority can beal- 
owed } neither was the Art of Blasphemy or 
Free-Thinking invented by the Court, or by 
Perfons of great Quality, who, properly fpeak- 
irg, were patrons, rather than Inventors of it j 
but firft brought in by the Fanatick Faftion, to- 
wards the End of tlieir Power, and, after 'the 
Reftoration carried to JVhitehaU by the convert- 
ed Ruwpersy with very good Reafon j becaufe 
they knew, that King Charles the Second, 
from a wrong Education, occafioned by the 
Troubles of his Father, had Time enough to' 
obferve that Fanatick Enthufiafra dlre6Hy led to 
AtheiAn, which agreed with the diffolute Incli- 
nations of his Youth ; and perhaps, thefe Prin- 
ciples were farther cultivated in him by the French 
Hugonots, who have been often charged with 
frreading them among us ; However, I cannot 
lee where the Neceflity lies, of introducing new 
and foreign Topicksfor Convcrlation, while we * 
haye fo plentiful p. Stock wt oUr own Growth. * 

I hftve 
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I have UkeWife, for lome Reafons of equa 
Weight, been* very jparing in Double En- 
T^DRESj becaufe tney often put Ladies up- 
on affected Conftraints, and affeded Igno- 
rance. In ftioit, they, break, or very much 
entangle, the Thread of Difcourfe } neither 
am I Mafter of any Rules to fettle the dif- 
concerted Countenances of the Females in 
fuch a JunSure j I can, therefore, only allow 
Innuendoes oi this Kind to be delivered in Whif-' 
pers, and only to young Ladles under Twenty, 
who being in Honour obliged to blulh, it may 
produce a new Subjeft for Difcourfe. 

Perhaps the Criticks may accufe me of a De- 
fe6l in my following Syftcm of Polite Con-‘ 
VERSATION } that there is one great Orna- 
ment of Difcourfe, whereof I liave not pro- 
duced a .fingle Example j which, indeed, X 
purpofely omitted, for ibme Reafons that I fliall 
immediately offer j and if thofe Reafons will 
not fatisfy the Male Part of my gentle Rea- 
ders, the Deffift may be fupplied in fome. 
Manner by an Appendix to the Second Edition 5 
which Appendix lhall be printed by iifelf, and 
io\(\ Six-fence i flitclied, and witli a Marble 
Cover, that my Readers may have no Occa- 
iion to complain of being defrauded. 

The Defe6I I mean is, my notliavlng Inlert- 
cd into the Body of my Book, all the Oaihs now 
rood in Fafhlon foi* embelliftiing Difcourfe ^ 
efpeciaUy fine? it could give no Ofi'cnce to the 
Qlergy^ who ate mdgiu g: neypr admitted tq 
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thefe polite Aflemblies. And it miift be al- 
lowed, that Oaths, well chofen^ are not only 
very uref’iil ^Expletives to Matter, but great 
Ornaments of Style. 

What I (hall here offer in my own Defence 
upon this important Article, will, I hope, be 
fome Extenuation oFmy Fault. 

Firft, I reafoned with myfelf, - that a juft 
Colle^lion of Oaths, repeatetl as often as the 
Fafnion requires, muft have enlarged this Vo- 
Inme, at leaft, to double the Bulk, j whereb.y^ 
it would not only double the Charge, , but like- 
wife make the Volume lefs commodious for 
Pocket- Carriage. 

Secondly, I liavef been affured by fome ju- ' 
dicious Friends, that themlelves have known ' 

certain Ladies to take Offence (whether feii- | 

oufly or no) at too great a Profufion of Curfijag 
and Swearing, even when that Kind of Or- 
'nament was not improperly introduced; 
which, Iconfefs, did ftartle me not a little; i 
'having never obferved the like in the Compais 
of my pwn feyeral Acquaintance, at leaft for 
twenty Y ears paft. However, X was forced to 
ful)mit to wiler Judgments than my own. 

Thirdly, as this moft ufeful Treatife is cal- ; 
culated for all future Times, I. confulered, in 
" this Maturity of my Age, how. great a Va- 
riety of Oaths I have heard fmee I began to 
ftudy the World, and to know Men and 
Manners. And- here I found it to be true, , ! 

■w’hat I have lead in an ancient Poet ; !

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, For, mno- a-days. Men change fbeir Oaths 

As often as they change their Cloatbs, 

In fhort, Oaths are the Children of Fafhion ; 
they are in Ibme Senfe alraoft Anmuis, like 
what I obferved before of Cant-Words ; an<^ 
J myfelf can remember about forty different 
Sets. The old Stock-O'aths, lam confident, 
do not amount to above forty-five, or fifty at 
inoftj but the Way of mingling and com-- 
pounding them is almoft as various as that of 
die Alphabet. 

Sir John Perrot was the firft Man of Qua- 
lity whom I find upon Record to have Iworn by 
G—'s ile lived in the Reign of 

Elizabeth, and was fuppofed to have been 
a natural Son of Henry the Eighth, who 
might aUb have probably been his Inftniftor. 
This Oath indeed ftill continues, and is a 
Stock-Oath to this Day ; fo do feveral othens 
that have kept their natural Simplicity : But 
infinitely the greater Number hath been fo fre- 
quently changed and diflocated, that if the 
Inventors ,wcre now alive, they could hardly 
undeiftand them. 

Upon thefe Confideratlons I began to appre- 
hend', that, if .1 fliouid infert all the Oaths 
that are now current, my Book would be out 
of Vogue with the firft Change of Faftvion, and 
grow as ufclels as an oldDi6bonary : Where- 
as, the Cafe 'is quite otherwile with my Col- 

lefUpn 
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leflion of polite Difcoin-fe ; which, as I be- 
fore obfervedk, hath defcended by Tradition 
for at lead an hunched Years, without any 
Change in the Pliraleology. I therefore deter- 
mined with mj'felf to leave out the whole Sy- 
ttein of Swearing ; becaufe both the Male ai^d 
Female Oaths are all peife^ly well known and * 
diltinguiflied j new ones are eafily learnt, and 
with a moderate Share' of Difcretion may be 
properly applied on every fit Occafion. How- 
ever, I mult here, upon this Article of Swear- 
ing, moll eaineftly recommend to my Male . 
Readers, that they would pleafe a little to 
ftudy Variety. For it is the Opinion of our 
■moll refined Swearers, that the fame Oath or 
Ctirl'e cannot, conlillently with true Politenefs, 
be repeated above nine Times in the fame 
Company,- by the fame Perfon, and at one. 
Sitting. 

, I am far from defiringj or expelling, that 
all the polite and ingenious Speeches, contain- 
eji in this Work, fliouki, in the general Con- 
verfation between Ladies ayd Gentlemen, 
come in lb quick and fo clofe as I have here 
delivered them. By no means : . On the con- 
trary, they ought to be hulbanded better, and 
I'pread much thinner. Nor do I make the 
leaft Quellion, but tliat, by a difcreet thrifty 
Management, they may ferve for the Enter- 
ment of a whole Year, to any Perfon, -vc'ho 
does not make too long or too frequent Vifits 
in the fame Family. The Flowers of Wit, 

Fancy, 
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Fancy, Wifdorn> Humour, and Politenefs, 
I'cattcred in this Volume, amount to one thou- 
land feventy and four. Allowing then to 
every Gentleman and Lady thirty viiiting Fa- 
milies, (not infifting upon Fra6lions) there 
will want but little of an hundred polite Quef- 
tions, Anfwers, Replies, Rejoinders, Repai-* 
tees, and Remarks, to be daily delivered frefh, 
in every Company, for twelve Solar Months j 
and even this is a higher Pitch of Delicacy than 
tlie World infills on, or hath Reafon to expeft. 
But I am altogether for exalting this Science 
to its utmoll Perfection. 

It may be objeCled, that the Publication of 
my Book may, in a long Courle of Time, 
proftitute this noble Art to mean and vulgar 
People : But, I anfwer. That it is not fo ealy 
an Acquirement as a few ignorant Pretenders 
may imagine. A Footman can fwcar j but he 
cannot fwear like a Lord. He can fwcar as 
often : But, can he Iwear with equal Deli- 
cacy, Propriety, and Judgment ? No, cer- 
tainly/ unlefs he be a Lad of fuperior Parts, 
of good Memoiy, a diligent Qbferver, one 
who hath a Ikllful Ear, fome Knowledge in 
Mufick, and an exaClTaftej which hardly 
fall to the Share of one in a thoufand among 
that Fraternity, in as hlgli Favour as they now 
Hand witlt their Ladies. Neither bath one 
Footman In fix f» fine a Genius, as to relilh 
and apply ihofe exalted Sentences cemprifed iA 
this Volume, which I eft'er to the World. It

is true, I cannot fee that the feme ill Confe- 
quences would follow Jroni the Waiting wo- 
' roan, who, if fee hath been bied to read Ro- 
mances, may have foine fmall fubaltem, or 
fecond-hand Politenefs i and if fee conftantly i 
attends the Tea, and be a good Liftener, may, ! 
in* forae Years, make a tolerable Figure, 
wiiich will feiTe, perhaps, to draw in the 
young Chaplain or tire old Steward. But, 
alas ! after all, how can fee acquire thole 
hurdled Graces, and Motions, and Airs, 
the whole military Management of the Fan, 
theContortions of every muicularMotiort in the 
Face, the Rifings and Fallings, theQuicknefs 
and Slownefs of the Voice, v^th the feveral 
Turns and Cadenocs ; the propei- Junftures 
of Smiling and Frowning, how often and bow 
loud to laugh, when to jibe and when to Hout, 
with all the ether Branches of DoAi'ine and 
Difcipline above recited ? 

I am, therefore, not under the lead A’p- 
prchenlion that tliis Art will ever b^'jn Dan- 
ger of falling into common Hands, which 
requires lb i^uch Time, Study, Pra61ice, and 
Genius, before it arrives to Perfeftion j' and 
therefore, I muft repeat my Propofal for ereft- 
ing Publick Schools, provided with the heft 
and ableftMaftiys and Miftreffes, at the Chai-ge 
of the Nation. 

I have drawn this Work into the Form of a 
^Dialogue, after the Patterns of other famous 
Writer s in Hiftoiy, Xaw, Politicks, and moft 
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other Alts ami Sciences, and I hope it will 
have the fame Succefs : For, who can conteil 
it ti? be of greater Confequence to the Hap- 
pinefs of thele Kingdoms, than all human* 
Knowledge put together ? Dialogue is held 
the heft Method or inculcating any Part of 
Knowledge j and I "am confident, that Pub». 
lick Schools will foon be founded for teaching 
Wit and Politenefs, after my Scheme, to 
young, People of. Quality and Fortune, h 
have determined next Sefillons to deliver a Pe-, 
tition to the Houfe^ of Lords y for an Aft of Par- 
liament to eftablifh my Book as the Standard 
Grammar \tv all the principal Cities. of the. 
Kingdom,. where this Art is to be taught by 
able Matters, who are to be approved and 
recommended by ine } which is no more than 
Lilly obtained only for teaching Words in 
a Language wholly ufelefs. Neither ttiall I 
be I’o iar wanting to mylclf, as not to defire 
a Patent, granted cfCourfe to all uiefulPro* 
jeftors } I mean, that I may have the foie 
Profit of giving a Licence to every School to * 
read my Gram?nar for fourteen Years. 

The Reader cannot i)ut obferve what Pains I 
have been at in polilhing the Style of my Book 
to the gieateft Exaftnefs': Nor have I been 
lefs diligent in refining the Orthography, by 
fpeiling the Words in the very fame Mtnner, 
as they were pronounced by the Chief Patterns 
of Politenefs at Court, at Levees, at Afl'emblies,^ 

St Play-houfes, at the prime Vliiting Places, by 
- VoL. XII. P young 
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young Templars, andbyGentlemen-Common- 
ers of both Univerfitics, who have li\'ed at leaft 
a Twelve-month in Town, and kept the beft 
Company. Of thefe Spellings the Pnblick 
will meet with many Examples m the following 
Book. For infbmce, can't^ hantjjban't, 
cGudn’tj nuoudn'ty isn't, e'n't, with many more ; 
befides feveral Words which Scholars pretend 
nre derived from Greek and Latin, but pared 
into a polite Sound by Ladies, Officers of the 
Army, Courtiers, and Templars, fucU as yvm- 
pnetry for Geometry, Verdi for VerdiB, Lard for 
Lord, Larnen for Learning 5 together with feme 
Abbreviations exquifitely refined ; as Pezsz, for 
Pajiti^ve 5 Mobb for Mobile ; Phizsz for Piy/iog- 
nomy \ Rep. for Reputation ; Plenipo for Piessi- > 
potent iary 5 Incog, for Incognito ; Hyfps, or 
Hippo, for Hypocondriacki ; Bam for Bamboxle i 
and Bamboozle for God kno-xvs avhat ; v'here- 
by much Time is laved, and the high Road to 
Conveifation cut fnort by many a Milel 

I have, as It will be apparent, laboured very 
much, and, I hope, with Felicity enough, to 
make eveiy Character in the Dialogue agreeable 
with itfelf, to a degree, that, whenever any ju- 
dicious Perfon lhall read my Book aloud, tor 
the Entertainment and InftrufHon of a^leWct 
Company, he need not lb much as name the 
particular Speakers j becaufe all the Peribns, 
throughout the feveral Subje 61 :sof Converfaticn, 
'ftri^tly oblerye a difl'ereiit Manner, peculiar' to 
their Charav'^ers, which are of difiercut kinds t 

But 
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ButtKls I leave entirely to the prudent and im- 
partial Reader's Difccrnment. 

Peihaps the very Manner of introducing the 
feveral Points of Wit and Humour may not be 
lefs entertainingand inftru^ling than the Matter 
iti'elf. In the latter I can pretend to little Me- 
rit } becaufe it intircly depends upon Memory, 
and the Happinefs ot liaving kept polite Com- 
pany ; But the Art of contriving that thofe 
Speeches fhould be introduced naturally, as the 
molt proper Sentiments to be delivered upon fo 
great Variety of Sub}e6ls, I take to be a Talent 
Ibmewhat uncommon, and a Labour that few 
People could hope toiuccced In, unlefs they had 
a Genius particularly turned that way, added to 
afincere difmterefted Love of the Publick. 

Although every curious Queftion, fmart Art- 
fvrer,and witty Reply, belittTe known to many 
People i yet there is not one fmgle'Sentenceinthe 
whole Colleflion, for which I cannot bring moft 
autbentick Vouchers, whenever I (hall be called; 
and, even for forhe Exprelhons, which to a few 
nice Ears may perhaps appear fomewhat gre^s. 
-I can produce the Stamp of Authority from 
Cem-ts, Chocolate-houfcs, Theatres, AlTem- 
blies. Drawing-rooms, Levees, Card-meetings, 
Bails, and Mafquerades, (iom Perfons of both 
Sexes, and of the higheft Titles, next to Royal. 
However, to fay the Truth, I have been very 
foaring in my Quotations of fuch Sentiments 
that feem to he over free ; becaufe when I be- 
my Golleftion, fuch kind ol Converfe was 
almoll in its Infancy, till it was taken into the 
' . pa ■ ' Proteflion 
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Protection of’> my honoured Patroneffes. at 
Court, by whole Countenance and Sanction it 
' hath become a choice Flower in theNofegay of 
Wit and Politenefs. 

Some will perhaps objeCt,that when I bring 
my Company to Dinner, I mention too great 
a variety of Dirties, not always confiftent wiA 
the Art of Cookery, or proper for the Seafon 
of the Year, and Part of the firft Courfe 
• mingled with the I'econd, befides a Failure in 
Politenefs, by introducing a Black Puddentoa. 
’ Lord’s Table, and at a great Entertainment ; 
But, if I had omitted the Black Pudden, I de- 
fire to know what would have become of that 
exquifite Reafon given by Mifs Notable for 
not eating it ; the World perhaps might have 
left it for ever, and I fliouldhave been juftly an- 
‘ fwerable for having fel t it out of my ColleClion. 
I therefore cannot but hope, that fuch Hyper- 
critical Readers will pleafe to conrtder my' 
Biifinefs wlis to make fo full and complcat a 
Body of refined Sayings, as compaCf as I 
could ; only taking care to produce them in 
the mod natural and probable Manner, in order 
to allure my Readers into the very Subftance 
and Marrow of this moft admirable and necef- 
fary Art. 

I am heartily forry, and was much difap- 
pointed, to find that fb uhiverlal and polite an 
- Entertainment as Cards hath hitherto contri- 
buted'vcry little to the Enlargement of my 
Work. I have fat by many hundred Thnes 
with the utraoft Vigilance, and my Table-B^>k 

. ready, 
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ready, witjiout being able in eight Hours to ga- 
ther Matter for one Tingle Plwafe in ray Book. 
But tins, I think, may be ealiiy accounted for 
by the Turbulence and Juftling of Pafllons upon 
tlic various Turns, Incidents, Revolutions, and 
Kveiitsof good and evil P'ortune, that arrive in 
the Courfe of a long Eveufhg at Play j the 
Nlind being wholly taken upon, and the Confe- 
^er>ce of Non-attention I'o fatal. 

Play is fupported upon the two great Pillars 
of Deliberation and Action. The Terms c^' 

' Art are few, preferibed by Law and Cuftom ; 
no Time allowed for Digreflions, or Trials of 
Wit. Quadriljle, in particular, bears forae 
Re 'emblance to a State of Nature, which, \\e 
are told, is, a State of War, wherein every Wo- 
man is againft every Woman ; the Unions 
fijort, incondant, and foon broke ; the League 
made this Minute without knowing the Ally 5 >. 
and dilTolved in the next. Thus, at the Game 
of Quadrille, female Bramsare always em- 
ployed in Stratagem, or their Hands in Action. 
Neither can I find,thatour Art hath gained much 
by the happy Revival of Masquerading a- 
moug us j the whole Dialogue in thofe Meet- 
ings lieing fttinmed up in one (fprightly, I con- 
f e/s, buQ tingle Quelf ion, and asiprightly an 
Anhrcr, Do YOU KNOW Me ? Yes, I do. 
And, DO YOU KNOW Me ? Yes, I do. For 
this Kealbn, I did not think it proper to give 
my Readers the Trouble of introducing a Maf- 
querade, merely for the Sake of a Tingle Qne- 
itiijn, ami a lingle Anx’wer. Llpscially when, 
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to perform this in a proper Manner, I miift 
have brought inT a hundred Pciibns. togefher, 
of bothSexe?, drcfTed in {anatickHabits,‘W one 
'Mfnute, and difmifs them the next. 

• Neither is it reafonable to^onceite, that our 
Science can be much improved by Mafquerades, 
where the Wit of both Sexes is altogether taken 
up in continuing fingular and humourfome Dif- 
'guil'es } and their Thoughts entirely employed 
in bringing Intrigues and Aflignations of Gal- 
lantry to an happy Concluhoh. 

The judicious Reader >vill readily difcover, 
that I make Mift Not able *mv Heroine, and 
Mr. Thomas NF.VER-ouTmy Hero. ' I have 
labotired both their Charafters with my utmoft 
Ability. It is into their Mouths that I have 
put the livelieft Queftlons, Anfwers, Repartees, 
and Rejoinders; becautemy Def.gn waste pro-** 
pofe them Iroth as Patterns for all young Bat- 
chelors and fmgle Ladies to copy after. By 
which I hope very foon to fee polite Converfh- 
tlon flourifli between both Sexes ih a more con- 
liimmate Degree of PerfcfUon, than thefe 
Kingdoms have ever yet known. 

I have drawn fome Lines of Sir JOHN LiN- 
r.ER’s Charafter, the Derbyjbire Knight, on 
purpofe to place it in Counter-view or Contraft 
with that of the other Company ; wherein I can 
aflure the Reader, that I intended not the leaft 
Refle6fion \x\>ox\ Derbyjbire ^ the Place of my Na- 
tivity. But my Intention ^^as only to fhew the

I muft alfo add, the hither End of our noble 
Metropolis. 

When this happy Art of polite conrerfing 
fliall be thoroughly improved, good Company 
will be no longer peflered with dull, dry, te- 
dious Story-tellers, nor brangling Difputers : 
For, a right Scholar, of cither Sex, in our Sci- 
ence, will perpetually intenupt them with fome

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liidden ftirprizing Piece of Wit, that fijall en- 
gage all the Company in a loud Laugh j and, 
if, after a Paiife, the grave Companion refumes

.Comedy, the Reprefentation, performed to Ad- 
vantage on our Theatre, might veiy much con- 
tribute to the Spreading of polite Converfatiob 
among all Perlons of Dillinftion through the 
' whole Kingdom. • , 

I own the Thought was ingenious, and my 
Friend’s Intention good. But, I cannot agree 
to his Propofal ; For, Mr. Cibber hlmfelf 
allowed, that the Subjects handled in my Work 
being fo numerous and extenfive, it would be 
abfolutely impoflible for one, two, or, even hx 
Comedies to contain them.
